3.  To  act  upon  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Govern- 
ment which  was  read  by  Vice-President  McKenzie  and 
was  as  follows: 

Report  of  the  Board  of  Government 

The  Board  of  Government  organized  at  the  February  meeting  by 
the  election  of  George  H.  Hudson,  Kinsley  Dunbar  and  Daniel  Russell 
as  members  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  William  A.  Norton,  George 
C.  Irwin  and  Ralph  F.  Barber,  Committee  on  Building.  The  President 
and  Vice-President  are  also  members  ex  officio  of  these  committees.  The 
President  appointed  George  W.  White,  Alonzo  B.  Drisko  and  Merton  P. 
Ellis  as  the  Committee  on  Education. 

The  President  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  a letter  received 
by  him  from  Mr.  T.  Jefferson  Coolidge,  president  of  the  Museum  of  Fine 
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Arts  in  Boston,  together  with  a copy  of  a vote  by  the  Trustees  of  the 
Museum  in  which  said  Trustees  offered  to  present  to  the  Massachusetts 
Charitable  Mechanic  Association  a portrait  of  Zachariah  Hicks,  one  of 
the  charter  members  of  this  Association.  In  response  to  this  letter  the 
Board  passed  the  following  vote : 

‘ That  the  President  of  our  Association  be  instructed  to  communicate 
with  the  President  of  the  Museum  accepting  the  portrait  and  express- 
ing the  appreciation  of  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic 
Association  for  the  gift.” 


Mr.  Lemuel  Merrill,  who  died  at  the  age  of  ninety-three  years, 
bequeathed  in  his  will  his  house  in  Melrose,  Massachusetts,  to  the  Asso- 
ciation to  be  held  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Charity  Fund  for  a period  of 
fifty  years,  these  trustees  to  act  as  trustees  of  the  property  and  at  the 
end  of  this  period  to  turn  the  property  over  to  the  Massachusetts  Char- 
itable Mechanic  Association.  There  were  so  many  complications  con- 
nected with  this  bequest,  including  a prospect  of  litigation  with  Mr. 
Merrill’s  heirs,  that  the  Board  decided  it  was  unwise  to  accept  the  trust 
of  a piece  of  property  taxed  for  about  $3,000  which  would  probably  not 
bring  over  $1500,  and  so  voted  not  to  accept  the  gift.  They  caused  to 
be  entered  on  the  records  the  appreciation  of  Mr.  Merrill’s  good  inten- 
tions toward  the  Association. 

The  Board  of  Government  have  been  obliged  to  lease  from  the  Boston 
and  Albany  Railroad  a right  of  way  over  their  property  to  the  rear  of 
our  property.  This  matter  has  been  pending  for  about  three  years  but 
under  advice  of  our  attorney,  to  whom  this  matter  was  referred,  an  agree- 
ment was  finally  reached  and  the  Association  has  a lease  from  the  Boston 
and  Albany  road  whereby  we  are  to  pay  the  sum  of  $500  per  year.  This 
lease  may  be  terminated  by  either  party  by  notice  given  six  months  before 
the  termination  of  said  lease. 

It  may  be  added  that  we  are  not  at  the  complete  mercy  of  the  road 
in  regard  to  a rear  entrance  into  our  building  as  there  is  a way  of  gaining 
an  entrance  from  West  Newton  Street  at  a probable  cost  of  about  $10,000. 

The  Board  has  taken  action  regarding  our  property  rights  on  West 
Newton  Street  by  fencing  off  our  property  to  the  sidewalk  line  and  other- 
wise complying  with  all  legal  requirements  upon  the  advice  of  our 
attorney. 

The  following  resolutions  were  prepared  and  adopted  on  the  death 
of  our  past  President  Daniel  B.  Badger: 
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Daniel  Bradford  Badger 
1850-1934 

“Daniel  Bradford  Badger  in  the  eighty-fifth  year  of  his  life  and  the 
fifty-third  of  his  membership  in  the  Massachusetts  Charitable 
Mechanic  Association  died  at  his  home  in  Winchester,  Massachu- 
setts, on  October  3,  1934. 

“Born  in  Boston  in  1850,  he  became  at  the  age  of  sixteen  an  apprentice 
to  the  firm  of  Hicks  and  Badger,  of  which  his  father,  Erastus  B. 
Badger,  was  the  head,  and  continued  there  for  sixty-eight  years. 

“He  became  a partner  in  1879,  the  name  of  the  Company  being  then 
changed  to  E.  B.  Badger  and  Son  and  after  its  incorporation  in  1900 
under  the  style  of  E.  B.  Badger  & Sons  Company  served  for  a num- 
ber of  years  as  President  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

“His  bold  and  fearless  leadership  brought  a large  measure  of  success 
to  the  organization  and  an  enviable  reputation  for  integrity  and  hon- 
orable dealing,  and  stands  today  a monument  to  his  industry  and 
lifelong  devotion  to  its  welfare. 

“In  the  midst  of  the  problems  and  exacting  duties  of  his  long  and 
successful  business  career,  he  still  sought  time  and  opportunity  to 
give  of  himself  generously  to  the  civic,  fraternal  and  social  life  of  the 
Community. 

“He  was  a Trustee  of  the  Winchester  Savings  Bank.  A member  of 
the  Master  Builders  Association  and  for  three  years  its  President. 
Served  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Home  for  Aged  Couples, 
President  for  seven  years  and  elected  Honorary  President  upon 
retiring.  A member  of  the  Old  School  Boys  Association  of  Boston 
and  for  forty-four  years  of  the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery  Com- 
pany of  Massachusetts. 

“In  Masonic  circles,  a member  of  St.  John’s  Lodge  A.  F.  and  A.  M. 
and  of  both  York  and  Scottish  Rite  Bodies  and  a Noble  of  Aleppo 
Temple  of  the  Mystic  Shrine. 

“In  all  these  his  interest  was  ever  apparent  and  his  cordial  fellow- 
ship and  welcome  presence  an  abiding  influence. 

“He  joined  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association  in 
1881,  served  on  the  Board  of  Government  for  a number  of  years  and 
was  elected  President  in  1914,  retiring  in  1923. 

“To  his  duties  as  President  of  this  Association,  he  brought  the 
benefit  of  his  long  experience,  sound  judgment,  the  courage  of  well 
defined  convictions  and  under  his  sturdy  leadership  this  old  Associa- 
tion sought  high  levels  of  accomplishment. 
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“We  deeply  regret  his  passing  and  shall  miss  his  familiar  figure  and 
delightful  personality. 

“Grateful  beyond  measure  for  valiant  service  rendered  and  for  the 
many  years  given  to  this  cause  and  purpose. 

“To  his  loved  ones  within  the  family  circle,  we  extend  our  profound 
sympathy,  fully  recognizing  their  loss  to  be  so  much  the  greater,  his 
absence  so  much  more  difficult  to  bear. 

“May  they  find  consolation  in  the  knowledge  that  he  has  laid  down 
life’s  burden  to  go  on  to  higher  things,  to  the  sure  reward  of  those 
who  walk  fearlessly,  serve  faithfully  and  leave  behind  that  most 
precious  heritage  — the  never  fading  roses  of  tender  memories. 

“And  now,  we  his  Associates  and  members  of  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernment of  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association,  in 
grateful  recognition  of  his  unfailing  interest  in  the  work  he  here  set 
his  hands  to  do,  the  success  which  crowned  his  labors,  do  hereby 
resolve  that  this  humble  tribute  be  placed  upon  our  records  and  a 
copy  forwarded  to  the  family  he  long  loved  and  cherished.”

The  Board  has  acted  upon  five  applications  for  membership  which 
were  recommended  to  the  Association  for  favorable  action.

Also  there  has  been  presented  by  the  Treasurer  each 
month  a statement  of  the  receipts  and  payments. 

The  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Government  have  been  well  attended 
as  may  be  seen  by  the  Secretary’s  report  and  a feeling  of  good  fellowship 
has  prevailed. 

At  the  final  meeting  of  the  Board,  a rising  vote  of  thanks  was  extended 
to  President  Parker  F.  Soule  for  the  cordial  relations  which  have  existed 
during  his  term  of  office.

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4.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Educa- 
tion read  by  Mr.  Ellis  which  was  as  follows: 

Report  of  the  Committee  ox  Education 

The  work  of  the  Committee  on  Education  has  been  practically  at  a 
standstill  for  1934.  Though  there  is  still  a great  need  for  educational 
work  all  through  the  schools  it  was  decided  by  the  Board  that  for  the 
present  this  work  would  have  to  be  curtailed  owing  to  financial  conditions. 

The  Board  of  Government  allowed  the  Committee  $1,000  to  assist 
only  the  students  who  have  been  previous^  assisted  by  the  Association. 
Six  students  of  the  electrical  and  mechanical  engineering  classes  received 
scholarships  from  Northeastern  University  from  January  to  June,  1934; 
and  three  students  from  the  same  courses  received  scholarships  from 
September  to  January,  1935.  For  this  work  the  Committee  expended 
$895,  leaving  a balance  unexpended  of  $105. 

The  Committee  wish  to  recommend  at  this  time  that  the  three  stu- 
dents at  Northeastern  University  be  further  assisted  in  1935  and  that 
$1,000  be  appropriated  for  this  purpose. 

The  following  is  a letter  received  from  one  of  the  students  at  North- 
eastern University  and  is  but  a sample  of  the  letters  received  from  the 
students  who  are  on  our  list :

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance 

The  Committee  has  held  ten  regular  meetings  with  an  average 
attendance  of  four  members. 

They  have  examined  all  bills  of  account  against  the  Association 
which  have  been  submitted  to  them  by  the  Treasurer. 

They  have  also  consulted  with  the  Treasurer  regarding  the  borrow- 
ing and  expending  of  the  monies  of  the  Association. 

For  a detailed  report  of  the  finances  we  refer  you  to  the  Treasurer’s 
report  submitted  in  print  at  this  meeting  and  also  to  the  report  of  the 
auditor  in  full  which  is  recorded  on  the  records  of  the  Association. 

We  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $100,000  for  current  expenses 
and  educational  purposes  for  the  fiscal  year.

To  the  Members  of  the 

Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association: 

Gentlemen:  The  expenditures  of  the  Committee  of  Relief  for  the 
calendar  year  1934  amounted  to  $7,365.95.  We  have  had  twenty-four 
beneficiaries  on  our  list  and  each  has  received  on  an  average  of  $25  per 
month.  During  1934  we  have  had  two  new  beneficiaries  and  three  have 
passed  away. 

Looking  back  over  the  thirty  odd  years  in  which  the  writer  of  this 
report  has  been  connected  with  the  Committee  of  Relief,  it  is  interesting 
to  see  the  tremendous  changes  that  have  taken  place  in  the  modes  of 
thought  and  manner  of  action  between  men  then  and  now. 

Few  of  those  who  were  active  thirty  years  ago  are  now  alive  and  of 
those  but  few  are  still  active.  Those  who  were  interested  and  active  in 
our  Association  at  that  time  were  contemporary  with  many  famous  men, 
prominent  among  whom  were  such  men  as  William  McKinley,  Grover 
Cleveland  and  that  great  leader,  Theodore  Roosevelt,  who  was  probably 
one  of  the  most  picturesque  characters  in  American  politics  in  his  time. 

Our  leading  men  in  all  walks  of  life  were  more  or  less  influenced  by 
the  character  of  these  great  leaders  and  the  quality  of  men  selected  for 
positions  of  prominence  and  trust  were  naturally  endued  with  many  of 
the  characteristics  and  modes  of  thought  of  the  great  statesmen  of  their 
time.

Let  us  hope  for  the  future  of  our  country  and  humanity  that  we  who 
are  now  alive  and  those  who  are  in  positions  of  influence  may  leave  a 
heritage  and  build  for  the  future  of  our  country  and  our  civilization  as 
well  as  they  did.

To  the  Members  of  the 

Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association 

It  is  a privilege  to  welcome  so  many  of  our  members  to  this  One 
Hundred  and  Fortieth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association. 

Looking  back  over  the  past  three  years,  during  my  term  of  office  as 
President,  it  is  with  no  feeling  of  exaltation  as  to  any  unusual  success  in 
the  financial  or  increased  income  of  the  Association. 

It  seems  to  have  been  my  fortune  to  have  served  in  this  position 
during  the  period  of  the  so-called  depression,  from  which  we  have  all 
suffered,  and  while  we  have  individually  been  obliged  to  curtail  our 
affairs  I believe  that  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association 
has  withstood  the  onslaughts  of  the  times  with  less  hardship  and  loss  than 
most  of  the  organizations  of  its  character. 

Regardless  of  our  political  affiliations  and  whether  we  are  in  sympathy 
with  the  Administration  at  Washington  in  its  efforts  to  alleviate  unem- 
ployment, we  learn  from  Government  reports  that  unemployment  has 
increased  during  the  last  twelve  months  rather  than  decreased,  and  that 
the  experiments  and  attempts  in  this  regard  have  failed  to  bring  about 
the  desired  condition. 

In  my  remarks  one  year  ago  I stated,  “The  uncertainty  of  the  future, 
under  the  present  Government  supervision,  it  seems  to  your  President, 
is  a matter  of  grave  importance  to  all  of  us,  as  well  as  every  citizen  of  our 
country.” 

I can  see  a solution  for  many  of  our  members  in  the  Townsend  Plan, 
so  many  of  us  being  of  the  age  limit.  This  you  know  allows  each  person 
over  sixty  years  of  age  $200  per  month  from  the  Government,  with  the 
proviso  that  the  same  amount  is  spent  during  that  period.  As  I am 
qualified  to  receive  such  a stipend  my  criticism  is  that  it  should  be  $500 
per  month. 

I read  a while  ago  in  Time  an  article  by  some  facetious  individual 
who  suggested  making  it  $10,000  a month  to  all  persons  between  twenty 
and  thirty  years  of  age,  as  that  would  distribute  the  money  more  rapidly 
and  bring  prosperity  sooner. 

Seriously,  having  been  brought  up  in  the  old-fashioned  manner  of 
saving  for  a “rainy  day”  I do  not  believe  we  can  ever  lift  ourselves  by 
our  boot-straps  or  spend  ourselves  into  prosperity.  However,  this  is  our 
country  with  almost  unlimited,  natural  wealth  and  there  must  be  a turning 
point  somewhere  in  the  future  and  we  can  only  hope  that  a way  will  be 
found  to  bring  about  the  conditions  of  peace  and  plenty  in  as  far  as  that 
is  possible  in  any  civilized  community. 

On  our  building  during  the  past  year  you  will  see  by  the  Treasurer’s 
report  that  our  income  was  somewhat  less  than  that  of  1933,  and  that  our 
expenses  were  somewhat  more.

It  is  only  fair  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  due  to  the  increase  in 
the  rate,  our  taxes  for  1934  were  $3,610  more  than  in  1933,  and  the  repairs 
have  been  in  excess  of  the  ordinary  years,  and  while  they  have  cost  a 
substantial  sum  they  have  been  done  by  our  own  force  of  workmen. 

The  building  is  in  excellent  condition,  considering  its  type  and  age 
of  over  fifty  years,  and  it  is  expected  that  certain  of  the  Exhibitors  who 
deserted  us  last  year  to  go  to  the  Boston  Garden  will  come  back  to  us, 
as  some  have  already  agreed  to  do.  The  Automobile  Show  which  is 
opening  next  Saturday,  the  Sportsmen’s  Show  and  the  Flower  Show  at 
later  dates  are  staying  with  us,  and  it  is  hoped  that  1935  will  show  a sub- 
stantial increase  in  our  business. 

As  you  have  heard  from  the  report  of  Mr.  Briggs,  the  able  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  of  Relief,  this  most  important  work  has  been  carried 
on  during  the  past  year  in  a most  efficient  manner  and  I believe  without 
curtailment  to  those  to  whom  charity  is  due,  and  you  will  notice  from 
the  report  of  the  Trustees  that  the  Charity  Fund  from  which  the  Com- 
mittee of  Relief  draw  for  their  use  has  been  substantially  increased. 

Once  more  it  becomes  my  solemn  duty  to  call  to  your  attention  the 
list  of  our  members  who  have  passed  on  during  1934.  Among  these  are 
the  names  of  several  of  those  who  in  the  past  have  served  the  Association 
on  the  Board  of  Government  and  various  Committees,  as  well  as  one  of 
our  past  Presidents,  Daniel  B.  Badger.

Daniel  Bradford  Badger 

Mr.  Daniel  B.  Badger,  eighty-four,  retired  president  of  the  E.  B. 
Badger  & Sons  Company,  one  of  the  principal  firms  of  coppersmiths  in 
the  country,  died  at  his  home,  12  Prospect  Street,  Winchester,  October  3, 
1934,  following  a brief  illness. 

Mr.  Badger  was  one  of  the  most  prominent  citizens  of  Winchester, 
was  an  outstanding  member  of  the  Masonic  f rater  nit  y and  a practical 
philanthropist.  He  was  connected  with  the  Badger  concern  for  sixty- 
eight  years. 

He  was  born  in  Boston,  the  son  of  Erastus  B.  and  Fannie  (Campbell) 
Badger.  After  he  had  attained  a grammar  school  education  he  was  given 
an  apprentice  job  in  the  plant  of  which  he  later  became  the  head.  At 
that  time  the  concern  was  Hicks  & Badger,  with  Erastus  Badger  in  charge. 
In  1879  Daniel  B.  Badger  was  taken  into  partnership  and  the  name 
changed  to  E.  B.  Badger  & Sons.  In  1900  the  business  was  incorporated 
under  the  present  name. 

At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  chairman  of  the  board  of  directors 
of  the  corporation.  Until  the  beginning  of  the  summer,  despite  his  age, 
Mr.  Badger  was  active  in  the  business  of  the  concern  and  was  at  his  office 
every  day.  He  spent  a restful  summer,  but  was  not  able  to  resume  his 
work  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall.  A short  time  ago  he  became  ill  and 
failed  rapidly. 

He  was  a director  of  the  Winchester  Savings  Bank,  a member  of  the 
Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery  Company  and  of  the  Old  School  Boys 
of  Boston.

Surviving  Mr.  Badger  are  his  widow,  Mrs.  Lizzie  F.  Badger;  three 
sons,  Erastus  B.  and  Walter  I.  Badger,  of  Winchester,  and  Paul  B. 
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Badger  of  Greenwich,  Conn.;  a sister,  Mrs.  Clarissa  Sargent;  and  four 
brothers,  Walter  C.  IT.,  Frank  E.  J.  and  Dr.  George  S.  C.  Badger.

3.  To  act  upon  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Govern- 
ment as  read  by  Vice-President  Bond  and  was  as  fol- 
lows: 


Report  of  the  Board  of  Government 


The  Board  of  Government  proceeded  to  organize  themselves  for  the 
year  1935  by  the  appointment  of  a Committee  on  Building,  Committee 
on  Finance  and  a Committee  on  Education. 

At  this  meeting  the  President  referred  to  the  public  address  system 
now  in  the  building  as  being  inadequate  for  the  purposes  for  which  it  was 
intended,  and  suggested  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Building  for  their  investigation. 

Mr.  Robert  W.  Oliver  resigned  his  office  as  a member  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  Relief  and  Mr.  George  W.  Henderson  was  appointed  to  fill  the 
vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Oliver.  The  President  stated 
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that  Mr.  Oliver’s  resignation  should  not  be  passed  over  without  some 
special  recognition  of  his  thirty-two  years  of  continuous  service,  six  years 
on  the  Board  of  Government  and  twenty-six  years  on  the  Committee  of 
Relief.  At  the  suggestion  of  the  President,  Mr.  Hudson  was  requested  to 
prepare  resolutions  to  be  entered  on  the  records  of  the  Board  of  Govern- 
ment. Subsequently,  the  President  decided  to  have  the  resolutions  as 
prepared  by  Mr.  Hudson  presented  to  Mr.  Oliver  in  person  at  the  meeting 
of  the  Association  to  be  held  in  July.  The  resolutions  were  as  follows: 


"To  Robert  W.  Oliver,  Boston,  Massachusetts 

“Greetings:  The  members  of  the  Massachusetts  Charitable 
Mechanic  Association  acknowledge  with  keen  regret  and  accept  with 
much  reluctance  your  resignation  as  a member  of  the  Committee  of 
Relief. 

“Thirty-six  years  of  your  busy  and  useful  life  you  have  given  to 
this  Association,  devoted  to  its  purpose  and  deeply  interested  in  its 
welfare. 

“For  six  years  a member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  for 
twenty-five  years  of  the  Committee  of  Relief. 

“To  the  full  capacity  of  your  tender  heart  and  kindly  character 
you  have  sought  in  and  out  of  season  to  help  those  in  need,  and  by 
your  understanding  sympathy  to  make  smooth  the  pathway  of  their 
lonely  lives. 

“Your  sturdy  shoulders  have  borne  their  burdens,  your  cheerful 
presence  and  consoling  counsel  have  lifted  up  heads  bowed  with  the 
weight  of  anxious  years  and  through  your  comforting  ministrations 
tired  hearts  have  beaten  to  new  measures. 

“A  life  time  given  unselfishly  to  the  service  of  others,  a significant 
contribution  to  chosen  purpose,  bringing  renewed  faith  and  hope  to 
many  who  had  long  dwelt  where  the  shadows  lengthen. 

“And  now  the  time  having  come  when  you  must  seek  relief  from 
responsibilities  long  and  honorably  borne,  for  time  in  its  passing  has 
not  lightened  the  load  and  matters  of  a personal  nature  long  neglected 
press  their  claims  persistently,  we  grant  to  you  surcease  from  your 
labors  that  freedom  of  thought  and  opportunity  may  be  yours  to 
enjoy,  secure  in  the  knowledge  of  duty  well  done. 

“You  have  won  the  reward  of  those  who  keep  the  faith  in  all 
things,  ever  mindful  of  the  words  of  the  Master:  'Inasmuch  as  ye 
have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it 
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unto  me.’  May  this  be  your  sure  comfort  as  you  look  backward  upon 
the  work  you  had  set  your  hands  to  do  and  the  success  which  has 
crowned  your  efforts. 

“May  time  in  its  passing  deal  kindly  with  you;  the  ways  you 
tread  made  smooth  to  your  feet;  the  abiding  love  of  your  friends 
who  have  journeyed  with  you  in  all  the  years  be  yours  to  enjoy  and 
cherish  as  we  together  walk  life’s  sunset  path. 

“This  humble  tribute  of  our  appreciation  to  our  beloved  Asso- 
ciate, Robert  W.  Oliver,  unanimously  voted  in  regular  quarterly 
meeting  of  the  Association  held  July  17,  1935.

Upon  recommendation  of  the  Building  Committee,  the  Board,  at  its 
June  meeting,  accepted  the  public  address  system  installed  in  our  building 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Boston  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters. 

The  Building  Committee  submitted  in  detail  a list  of  repairs  which 
they  considered  necessary  to  the  proper  maintenance  of  the  property  at 
an  estimated  cost  of  $4,442.  The  Board  approved  the  expenditures  and 
these  repairs  were  made  during  the  summer. 

The  passing  of  Mr.  George  H.  Hudson,  a member  of  the  Board  of 
Government,  occurred  September  29,  1935.  The  President  appointed 
Frank  W.  Whitcher  and  Charles  T.  Cahill  a Committee  to  prepare  resolu- 
tions which  were  read  at  the  October  meeting  of  the  Association.  A copy 
of  these  resolutions  will  be  found  in  the  necrology  of  the  annual  report  of 
the  Association. 

The  Board  has  acted  upon  four  applications  for  membership  which 
were  recommended  to  the  Association  for  favorable  action. 

At  each  meeting,  the  Finance  Committee  have  presented  to  the  Board 
all  bills  of  account  against  the  Association  for  their  information  and 
approval.  Also  there  has  been  presented  by  the  Treasurer  each  month  a 
statement  of  the  receipts  and  payments. 

The  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Government  have  been  well  attended 
as  may  be  seen  by  the  Secretary’s  report  and  a feeling  of  good  fellowship 
has  prevailed. 

At  the  final  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Government  the  president 
expressed  his  thanks  to  the  Board  for  their  cooperation  during  the  past 
year.

Acting  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  1934  Committee  on  Educa- 
tion, the  Board  of  Government  appropriated  $1,000  for  educational  work 
for  the  year  1935.  It  was  stipulated  that  the  money  be  used  only  for  those 
students  now  on  the  list  of  the  Committee. 

Thus,  the  remaining  students  at  Northeastern  University,  one  of 
whom  graduated  in  June,  have  been  assisted  for  the  year.  Five  hundred 
and  thirty  dollars  has  been  expended  for  this  purpose,  which  leaves  a 
balance  of  $470  to  be  returned  to  the  Treasurer. 

There  have  been  many  requests  for  scholarships  from  the  various 
schools  and  individuals,  but  the  Committee  have  complied  with  the  wishes 
of  the  Board,  and  taken  on  no  new  commitments. 

The  Committee  wish  to  recommend  that  the  two  remaining  North- 
eastern University  students  be  assisted  for  1936  and  a sum  of  $500  be 
appropriated  by  the  Board  for  this  purpose.

To  act  upon  the  report  of  the  Committee  of 
Relief  presented  by  the  Chairman  Frederick  H.  Briggs, 
which  was  as  follows: 

To  the  Members  of  the 

Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association: 

Gentlemen:  Your  Committee  wish  to  report  that  they  have  expended 
$6,949.15  for  the  care  of  your  beneficiaries  during  the  year  just  passed. 
The  number  on  the  list  at  the  present  time  is  twenty.  The  number  on  the 
list  a year  ago  was  twenty-two. 

In  accordance  with  the  By-Laws  of  this  Association,  the  names  of 
those  aided  are  not  allowed  to  be  reported  to  the  Association.  This  is 
undoubtedly  a wise  provision  as  it  precludes  the  possibility  of  any  worthy 
member  feeling  chagrined  by  having  his  name  read  as  one  who  has  been 
unfortunate  financially  and  had  to  call  on  the  Association  for  aid. 

Many  of  our  people  are  proud.  In  fact,  the  Anglo-Saxon  race  is  a 
proud  race,  and  anything  which  might  tend  to  hurt  the  pride  of  a worthy 
member  of  this  race  would  not  only  be  unfair  but  would  also  tend  to  under- 
mine one  of  the  commendable  characteristics  of  our  people. 

This  is  perhaps  the  first  time  for  many  years  that  we  have  had  the 
pleasure  of  looking  back  at  that  which  has  gone  before  in  the  years  of 
depression  of  the  immediate  past  and  looking  forward  for  the  first  time 
with  confidence  to  the  future. 

There  seems  to  be  stirring  throughout  the  country  and  also  through- 
out the  world  at  large,  a confidence  in  the  prosperity  which  is  to  come  to 
us  in  the  immediate  future.  There  is  a feeling  that  the  years  of  depression 
have  at  last  passed,  for  a time  at  least,  and  that  we  are  at  the  dawning,  the 
very  definite  dawning  of  a new  day  of  prosperity. 

The  sun  has  already  risen  and  we  are  feeling  the  life-giving  warmth 
of  its  rays  penetrating  into  the  innermost  recesses  of  our  being.  This  new 
prosperity  which  is  coming  to  us  is  not  of  the  old  type.  It  is  new,  with  the 
new  labor-saving  ideas  and  the  new  methods  which  our  people  are  learning, 
by  which  one  man  can  accomplish  what  it  took  many  to  accomplish  before ; 
thus  reducing  costs  and  selling  price  and  thereby  increasing  sales  until  a 
small  industry  becomes  a large  one  employing  thousands  of  hands  which 
otherwise  would  be  idle.  The  old  and  wasteful  methods  of  the  last  pros- 
perity have  been  swept  away  by  the  years  of  depression  and  the  new  pros- 
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perity  which  is  now  upon  us  is  one  which  demands  new  and  more  eco- 
nomical methods,  new  and  improved  ideas  of  those  who  are  to  take 
advantage  of  it. 

While  the  building  trades  and  the  real  estate  transactions  have  not 
yet  felt  the  new  impulses  as  keenly  as  many  of  our  other  lines  of  endeavor, 
nevertheless,  it  is  bound  to  come  to  them  perhaps  with  even  more  force 
and  suddenness  because  of  its  tardiness.  But  in  the  building  trades  more 
particularly  it  will  be  necessary  to  use  that  which  is  new  and  what  to  many 
will  seem  radical  innovations  in  order  to  take  advantage  of  the  coming 
prosperity. 

The  world  is  advancing  and  we  seem  to  be  on  the  threshold  of  a great 
step  forward.  But  this  is  a new  step  that  we  are  taking  and  not  a revamped 
old  step.  Let  us  join  together  and  in  our  hearts  be  thankful  that  the  time 
is  not  far  distant  when  New  England  ingenuity  and  New  England  ability 
is  going  to  have  a chance  to  show  the  world  again  that  she  can  still  main- 
tain that  high  position  of  industrial  leadership  which  she  has  always 
maintained  in  the  past. 

Our  future  is  now  in  our  own  hands;  it  is  our  duty  to  show  ourselves 
capable  of  taking  over  successfully  this  great  responsibility. 

The  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association  in  the  future 
as  in  the  past  will  undoubtedly  relieve  the  distress  of  those  who  are 
dependent  upon  it  for  support,  and  will  stand  like  a rock  of  salvation 
between  them  and  hunger  and  destitution. 

May  the  Chairman  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  those  who  have  so 
generously  given  of  their  time  and  intelligence  to  carry  forward  the  phil- 
anthropic work  of  our  Association.

9.  To  hear  the  address  of  the  President. 

Members  of  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association,  it 
is  my  proud  privilege  to  welcome  you  to  our  one  hundred  and  forty-first 
annual  meeting.  “How  swiftty  run  the  sands  of  time.”  Although  a year 
has  passed  it  seems  but  yesterday  that  I was  honored  by  your  election  and 
became  your  president.  In  that  short  period,  while  our  Association  flowed 
along  smoothly  like  a deep  river,  our  nation  has  been  undergoing  kaleido- 
scopic changes,  the  world  is  in  a ferment  and  the  end  we  know  not. 

A nation  that  withstood  the  shock  of  a great  civil  war,  all  the  vicis- 
situdes of  growing  pains  and  a world  war,  is  surely  built  to  endure.  Let 
us  have  faith  and  follow  our  motto  “Be  just  and  fear  not.” 

Men  of  the  calibre  of  our  membership  still  prevail  and  the  millions  of 
home  owners  in  the  United  States  are  an  answer  to  the  insidious  teachings 
of  sovietism. 

I am  supposed  to  make  “The  President’s  Address”  today  but  please 
do  not  dignify  it  by  that  name,  for  it  is  my  intention  to  make  only  a short 
recapitulation. 

You  have  heard  those  excellent  reports  read  today  and  they  speak  for 
themselves.  Your  Association  is  in  the  black,  not  much,  but  such  as  it 
is  the  black  is  indelible. 

In  addition  to  our  regular  expenses  we  have  paid  for  extensive  repairs 
to  the  roof  of  our  building  and  to  the  floors  of  the  basement,  also  for  wise 
and  necessary  alterations. 

Our  exhibitors  are  quite  fulsome  in  their  praise  of  what  has  been  done. 

I am  indebted  to  our  Vice-President  Percy  C.  Bond  for  literally  tak- 
ing his  coat  off  and  supervising  this  work  so  successfully. 

You  will  be  pleased  to  note  here  an  anomaly  and  an  unusual  record 
in  the  fact  that  our  good  Building  Committee  returned  over  One  Thou- 
sand Dollars,  unexpended  from  the  appropriation  that  was  allotted  them 
according  to  their  estimate. 

We  put  in  a new  loud  speaking  system  at  a cost  of  about  $2,000  that 
now  carries  music  and  speeches  not  only  throughout  Grand  Hall  but  in 
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Exhibition  Hall  and  the  Basement  as  well.  We  hope  to  derive  consider- 
able revenue  from  this  investment  through  supplying  music  at  exhibitions. 

.It  should  shortly  pay  for  itself  if  the  fact  that  the  Automobile  Show 
paid  us  $350  for  this  feature  is  any  criterion. 

I have  had  splendid  cooperation  and  it  has  been  a very  harmonious 
year. 

Our  committees  have  all  functioned  perfectly  with  the  usual  fine 
attendance  of  the  Trustees  at  the  Board  of  Government  meetings. 

The  Committee  of  Relief  again  commands  our  attention  for  its  excel- 
lent work,  and  its  able  and  unselfish  chairman  Frederick  Huntington 
Briggs  again  gets  honorable  mention  and  warm  commendation. 

The  Finance  Committee  and  the  Committee  on  Education  have 
attended  to  their  duties  faithfully  and  most  satisfactorily. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Charity  Fund  have  labored  unseen  and  unsung, 
but  we  cannot  refrain  from  telling  them  that  we  know  how  well  they  have 
done  their  work. 

James  A.  McLaughlin,  our  hard-working  superintendent,  acquitted 
himself  with  his  usual  skill  and  ability. 

“Miss  Spry”  fits  the  name  and  is  most  helpful  at  all  times. 

To  do  other  than  mention  Judson  Baldwin,  our  Secretary-Treasurer, 
is  like  trying  to  “gild  the  lily  or  paint  the  rose.”  He  is  the  same  watchdog 
of  the  treasury,  frankly  outspoken  and  hard  hitting,  straight  from  the 
shoulder.  The  same  virile  body  prevails  with  the  same  keen,  well-equipped 
mind  and  remarkable  memory  that  has  delighted  us  all  these  years  with 
its  deep  underlying  sense  of  humor.  When  I took  the  presidency  I said  to 
him,  “Now  Mr.  Baldwin,  I will  yield  to  you  in  all  big  things  if  you  will 
yield  to  me  in  little  things  and  thus  we  will  never  quarrel.”  He  replied, 
“Now  just  let’s  see  what  you  call  little  things.” 

I have  found  in  my  life’s  experience  that  one  is  entitled  to  an  honest 
difference  of  opinion,  but  it  is  difficult  to  disagree  seriously  with  one  whom 
you  like. 

One  year  ago  after  taking  a vote  I changed  our  meeting  hour  so  that 
we  could  have  lunch  together,  which,  in  my  opinion,  always  promotes 
good  fellowship.  This  must  meet  with  your  approval,  as  it  is  attested  to 
by  a much  larger  attendance  than  heretofore. 

I shall  continue  to  have  a good  speaker  give  a short  address  at  each 
quarterly  meeting,  except  the  annual  meeting,  and  I hope  that  you  in  turn 
will  continue  to  attend  in  large  numbers,  thus  encouraging  your  officers. 
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Upon  taking  office  I was  passed  the  Paul  Revere  snuff  box  which  for 
years  has  been  passed  from  president  to  president.  Upon  carefully  think- 
ing it  over  I decided  that  this  historical  relic  was  much  too  valuable,  and 
the  responsibility  too  great  for  it  to  be  in  the  hands  of  any  one  man.  It 
now  reposes  in  the  safe  deposit  box  of  the  Charity  Fund,  for  safe  keeping. 

I pause  to  call  attention  to  these  figures.  Ten  years  ago  our  member- 
ship was  383,  today  it  is  288.  There  has  been  a steady  shrinkage  each 
year,  and  we  are  all  getting  older.  I merely  mention  the  fact,  but  I do  not 
wish  to  make  any  recommendation  at  this  time.  Some  time  in  the  distant 
future,  however,  the  subject  will  have  to  be  brought  up  for  consideration 
and  serious  discussion. 

I presume  that  time  will  be  when  general  conditions  are  very  much 
better  and  our  finances  accordingly  vastly  much  better. 

Business  is  surely  improving  and  I hope  to  have  another  good  report 
for  you  next  year. 

Gentlemen,  it  is  a pleasure  to  serve  you. 

By  a rising  vote  of  thanks  the  members  expressed 
their  appreciation  to  the  President  for  the  compre- 
hensive manner  in  which  he  reviewed  the  work  of  the 
Association  during  the  past  year.

Humphrey  Matthew  Haley 

Mr.  Humphrey  M.  Haley,  a life  member  of  this  Association,  died 
January  4,  1935,  at  the  age  of  fifty-three  years. 

Mr.  Haley  was  born  in  Salem  in  1882.  He  was  graduated  from  the 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  in  1904  as  an  electrical  engineer. 
In  1926  he  went  in  business  for  himself  under  the  firm  name  of  H.  M. 
Haley  Electric  Co.  at  165  Pearl  Street,  Boston,  where  he  continued  until 
the  time  of  his  death. 

He  is  survived  by  one  sister,  Anna  E.  Haley  of  Salem. 


Robert  Dumas  Mossman 

Mr.  Robert  D.  Mossman  died  February  3,  1935  at  his  home,  102 
Brook  Road,  Milton.  He  was  ninety-three  years  old. 

He  came  to  this  country  from  Edinburgh,  Scotland,  in  1861  to  intro- 
duce the  machine  system  in  paper  making  to  this  country.  For  thirty- 
five  years,  beginning  in  1870,  he  was  general  manager  of  the  Tileston  & 
Hollingsworth  Co.,  paper  manufacturers.  In  1906  he  retired,  to  devote 
his  time  to  travel  and  gardening.

George  S.  Sinnicks 

The  community  was  shocked  when  the  news  came  of  the  passing  of 
our  fellow  townsman  George  S.  Sinnicks,  on  February  7,  1935,  after  but  a 
week’s  illness,  having  gone  under  a major  operation  at  the  Salem  hospital 
on  Monday  of  this  week  from  which  he  failed  to  rally. 

His  death  has  caused  a wave  of  sorrow  to  sweep  over  the  town  and  far 
beyond  its  limits,  as  he  was  actively  interested  in  many  fraternal  organiza- 
tions as  well  as  having  an  extensive  business  acquaintance. 

Mr.  Sinnicks  was  a native  of  Canadian  Labrador,  and  was  born 
May  17,  1863,  but  came  to  the  States  when  a young  man  and  came  to 
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Manchester  to  engage  in  the  mason  contracting  business  in  1892,  taking 
over  the  business  carried  on  for  many  years  by  the  late  Otis  M.  Stanley. 

He  was  deeply  interested  in  the  affairs  of  the  town  and  for  many  years 
served  as  chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  in  other  important 
capacities.  He  was  especially  prominent  in  social  and  fraternal  organiza- 
tions, being  a 32d  degree  Mason,  a member  of  Magnolia  Lodge  I.  0.  0.  F., 
Conomo  Tribe  Red  Men,  a charter  member  of  the  Manchester  Club, 
although  not  a member  in  recent  years,  and  several  other  organizations. 
He  was  a Past  Master  of  Manchester  Lodge,  A.  F.  & A.  M. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife  and  three  sons,  George  A.  Sinnicks  of  this 
town,  and  Frank  and  Mark  Sinnicks  of  San  Francisco,  California,  a 
brother,  S.  Albert  Sinnicks  of  this  town,  and  four  sisters.

Mr.  Sinnicks  was  a life  member  of  this  Association,  joining  in  1914, 
and  served  on  the  Board  of  Government  in  1919,  1920,  1921. 

William  Henry  Goodwin 

Mr.  William  H.  Goodwin  was  born  in  Augusta,  Maine  March  29, 
1850,  attended  and  graduated  from  the  Augusta  schools  and,  as  a young 
man,  went  to  work  for  one  of  the  pioneer  firms  in  the  hardware  business, 
namely,  S.  S.  Brooks,  Augusta,  Maine.  After  working  there  for  a few 
years  he  went  to  Boston  and  accepted  a position  as  bookkeeper  for  what 
is  now  one  of  the  old-time  firms,  George  Woodman  Co.  About  1878  or 
1879  he  and  a Mr.  L.  W.  Sumner  decided  to  go  into  business  for  themselves 
in  the  jobbing  and  wholesale  line  of  heating,  plumbing  and  water  works 
supplies,  and  established  the  firm  known  as  Sumner  & Goodwin.  The 
Sumner  & Goodwin  Co.  prospered  and  remained  in  existence  until  the 
death  of  Mr.  L.  W.  Sumner,  about  1905.  Shortly  after  the  death  of  Mr. 
Goodwin’s  partner,  he  decided  to  close  out  the  business  in  Boston  and, 
after  doing  so,  came  to  Portland,  Maine,  in  1906,  and  bought  The  Smith 
& Abbott  Company,  which  at  that  time  was  in  the  contracting  business  of 
heating  and  plumbing.  He  reorganized  The  Smith  & Abbott  Company  as 
a wholesale  and  jobbing  house  in  the  heating  and  plumbing  supplies, 
which  business  is  still  in  operation. 

Mr.  Goodwin  was  one  of  the  pioneers  in  the  heating,  plumbing  and 
water  works  supply  trade,  and  in  all  probability  at  the  time  of  his  death 
was  the  oldest  active  man  in  this  line  in  New  England. 

While  a young  man  living  in  Augusta  he  was  an  active  member  in  the 
State  Militia.  Later  in  his  life,  after  becoming  established  in  Boston,  he 
became  an  active  member  and  took  great  interest  in  the  following  organ- 
izations: The  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery  Company,  William  Park- 
man  Lodge,  A.  F.  & A.  M.,  Winchester,  Woburn  Royal  Arch  Chapter, 
A.  F.  & A.  M.,  Woburn,  DeMolay  Commandery,  Knights  Templars, 
Boston;  Kora  Shrine,  A.  F.  & A.  M.,  Lewiston,  Maine;  Kiwanis  Club, 
Portland,  Maine;  Pine  State  Fish  and  Game  Association,  Portland, 
Maine. 
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Outside  of  Mr.  Goodwin’s  business  and  activity  in  organizations  he 
was  also  a great  enthusiast  of  the  “Great  Outdoors,”  being  a great  lover 
of  horses,  and  an  expert  horseman  himself.  And  in  later  years  in  Portland 
he  took  a great  interest  in  golf,  and  was  a member  of  the  Portland  Country 
Club  and  of  the  Willowdale  Golf  Club  in  Portland. 

Mr.  Goodwin  is  survived  by  his  widow  and  one  son,  P.  Freeman 
Goodwin.  He  joined  this  Association  in  1893  as  a life  member. 


Caleb  S.  Parris 

Mr.  Caleb  S.  Parris,  who  joined  the  Association  as  an  iron  and  steel 
worker  in  1920,  died  April  13,  1935,  at  his  residence,  23  Ellsworth  Street, 
Everett. 

Mr.  Parris  was  in  business  for  many  years  under  the  name  of  C.  S. 
Parris  Iron  Works  in  Everett. 

He  is  survived  by  his  widow,  Lenora  Knowlton  Parris. 


William  Thomas  Reed 

Mr.  William  T.  Reed,  the  son  of  Thomas  P.  Reed  and  Esther  R. 
(Richardson)  Reed,  died  April  28,  1935,  at  the  age  of  sixty-two  years. 

Mr.  Reed  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Lynn,  graduating  in 
1890  from  Lynn  English  High  School.  He  was  connected  with  the  Boston 
Steel  & Iron  Co.  from  1897  to  May,  1904.  From  then  until  1910  he  was 
with  the  Eastern  Expanded  Metal  Co.  and  Eastern  Concrete  Construction 
Co.  He  then  organized  with  William  T.  Reed  Co.,  engineers  and  con- 
tractors in  general  building  construction,  and  became  president  and  prin- 
cipal owner  up  to  the  time  of  his  death. 

He  was  a member  of  the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution,  the  Lynn 
Historical  Society,  and  Reade  Society  for  Genealogical  Research. 

October  8,  1902  he  married  Grace  Edith  Bickford,  who  died  in  1918 
A brother,  Frank  Reed,  and  a nephew,  Russell  K.  Reed,  survive. 

Mr.  Reed  joined  the  Association  in  1920  as  a life  member. 


Edward  Charles  Beck 

Mr.  Edward  C.  Beck,  seventy-two,  prominent  member  of  several 
paint  and  decorator  associations,  died  suddenly  May  12,  1935  of  blood 
poisoning.  He  lived  at  84  Colberg  Avenue,  Roslindale,  and  conducted  his 
business  at  1140  Columbus  Avenue,  Roxbury. 

Mr.  Beck  was  born  in  Albany,  New  York,  coming  to  Boston  more 
than  fifty  years  ago.  He  was  in  the  decorating  business  in  Roxbury  forty- 
nine  years  and  lived  at  the  Roslindale  address  thirty-seven  years. 

He  was  an  organizer  of  the  Society  of  Master  Painters  and  Decorators 
of  Massachusetts,  Inc.  and  the  International  Society  of  Master  Painters 
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of  the  United  States  and  Canada.  He  was  also  a member  of  the  Master 
Builders  Association  of  Boston  and  was  chairman  of  the  trustees  of  the 
Boston  Master  Painters  Real  Estate  Associates. 

He  was  a member  of  the  Boston  City  Club,  Ancient  and  Honorable 
Artillery  Company,  Washington  Lodge  of  Masons,  Knights  Templars, 
Joseph  Warren  Commandery  and  was  a Shriner. 

Surviving  him  are  a wife,  Anna  M.  Beck;  three  sons,  E.  Stanley  of 
Arlington,  and  Edward  and  John  H.  Beck  of  Roslindale;  two  daughters, 
Sophie  M.  and  Katherine  C.  Beck  of  Roslindale;  a brother,  Henry  of 
Newton,  and  a sister,  Mrs.  Harry  C.  Olson  of  Hull.

Clarence  Hovey  French 

Mr.  Clarence  H.  French,  a pattern  maker  by  trade,  died  June  15, 
1935,  at  the  age  of  seventy-eight  years.

Sidney  F.  Squires 

Mr.  Sidney  F.  Squires,  a bed  manufacturer  and  a life  member  of  this 
Association,  died  June  16,  1935,  at  the  age  of  seventy-three  years.  He  was 
born  in  Boston  July  13,  1861,  the  son  of  Sidney  Squires  of  Bennington, 
Vermont  and  Sophronia  C.  Franklin  of  Lynn,  New  Hampshire. 

In  1887  Mr.  Squires  married  Minnie  J.  Fetridge,  who  survives  him, 
as  well  as  a son,  Harry  S.  Squires,  and  a daughter,  Lillian  I.  Squires.

George  Henry  Hudson 

Born  in  Gloucester,  Mass.,  September  21,  1865 

Died  in  Medford,  Mass.,  September  29,  1935 

It  is  with  a sense  of  profound  sorrow  that  we  record  the  death  of  one 
of  our  most  enthusiastic  and  useful  members.  He  joined  the  Massachusetts 
Charitable  Mechanic  Association  May  1,  1920;  was  elected  a member  of 
the  Board  of  Government  in  January,  1930,  and  was  immediately  made  a 
member  of  the  Finance  Committee,  on  which  he  served  until  his  death. 

In  the  many  capacities  in  which  he  was  called  upon  to  serve  this 
Association  he  displayed  an  enthusiastic  pride  in  its  history  and  purposes 
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and  brought  to  every  duty  those  estimable  qualities  of  heart  and  mind 
which  distinguished  him. 

His  early  associations  were  with  the  sea,  his  father  being  captain  of 
a fishing  schooner,  and  after  receiving  his  education  in  the  public  schools 
of  Gloucester,  where  he  graduated  from  the  high  school  at  the  age  of 
sixteen,  he  entered  the  employ  of  a local  ship  chandler.  Four  years  later 
he  came  to  Boston  to  take  the  business  course  at  the  school  of  Bryant  & 
Stratton.  On  graduation  he  entered  the  employ  of  the  Kimball  Carriage 
Company  on  Sudbury  Street,  Boston.  Later  he  was  associated  with  the 
Lancaster  Carriage  Company  of  Merrimac,  Mass.  He  became  Treasurer 
of  the  French  Carriage  Company,  one  of  the  best  known  concerns  in  the 
business  at  that  time,  and  later,  with  the  great  change  in  vehicular  trans- 
portation, became  General  Manager  of  the  Walker  Vehicle  Company,  in 
which  capacity  he  had  served  eighteen  years  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Having  a natural  talent  for  literature  he  became  a self-educated  man 
with  an  unusual  vocabulary,  which  enabled  him  to  present  his  views 
clearly  and  convincingly  when  occasion  required,  and  with  a beauty  of 
expression  which  invariably  charmed  those  who  listened  to  his  words, 
which  fortunately  have  become  a part  of  the  records  of  the  many  Asso- 
ciations of  which  he  was  a member.  He  was  frequently  called  upon  to 
make  public  addresses  and  always  willingly  responded,  filling  the  occa- 
sion with  grace  and  dignity,  and  the  presentation  of  well  considered 
thoughts  that  were  an  inspiration  to  all  who  listened. 

He  was  of  a quiet,  unassuming,  genial,  kindly,  lovable  nature,  and 
highly  endeared  himself  to  all  who  were  privileged  to  know  him  — a man 
of  high  character,  sterling  integrity  and  patriotic  devotion,  who  will  be 
greatly  missed  by  the  members  of  our  Association  and  all  who  shared  his 
acquaintance. 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  the  members  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Charitable  Mechanic  Association  records  its  deep  regret  at  his 
death  and  its  appreciation  of  his  sterling  qualities  by  the  adoption  of  these 
resolutions  and  causing  them  to  be  spread  upon  the  records  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. 

Be  it  also  RESOLVED,  that  the  deepest  sympathy  of  the  Association 
be  extended  to  Mrs.  Hudson  and  his  family  and  that  a copy  of  these  reso- 
lutions be  forwarded  to  her. 


James  Thomas  Cole 

Mr.  James  T.  Cole,  a worker  for  the  blind,  died  November  8,  1935, 
at  his  home  in  Lexington  at  the  age  of  fifty-four  years. 

Mr.  Cole  was  born  in  Kingston,  Massachusetts,  the  son  of  Samuel 
Pierce  Cole  of  Carver  and  Sarah  T.  (Cook)  Cole  of  Canton. 

He  was  a graduate  of  Kingston  High  School  and  attended  Massa- 
chusetts Institute  of  Technology  for  one  year.  He  was  in  the  woolen  busi- 
ness for  two  years,  then  entered  Lowell  Textile  School  in  1902  and  was 
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graduated  in  1905.  For  the  next  few  years  he  was  connected  with  several 
different  textile  firms  and  then  became  associated  with  the  work  of  the 
blind.  He  was  superintendent  of  the  Cambridge  Shops  for  the  Blind  and 
during  this  work  developed  several  machines  to  assist  the  blind  in  making 
a living,  the  most  important  work  being  the  development  of  a satisfactory 
loom  for  the  blind  to  operate. 

In  1907  Mr.  Cole  married  Ethel  Lausom.  They  had  a son,  James 
Lausom  Cole  and  a daughter,  Constance  Irwin  Cole,  who  all  survive  him. 


Charles  B.  Swift 

Mr.  Charles  B.  Swift,  a life  member  of  the  Association,  died  at 
Middleborough,  November  15,  1935.  He  was  born  in  Sandwich,  Massa- 
chusetts, September  17,  1858. 

He  went  to  work  on  Bromfield  Street  in  1873  for  J.  Humphrey  & 
Co.,  later  J.  W.  Wilder  & Co.  In  1889  he  went  to  Providence  as  buyer  of 
the  Upholstery  and  Art  Department  for  H.  W.  Ladd  Co.  He  returned  to 
Boston  in  1892  and  went  into  the  upholstery  and  furniture  business  for 
himself  on  Charles  Street.  At  the  end  of  1914  he  retired  from  business  and 
has  travelled  most  of  the  time  since. 

He  leaves  one  daughter,  Mrs.  Fletcher  Clark,  Jr.  of  Middleborough, 
four  grandchildren,  and  one  sister.

3.  To  act  upon  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Govern- 
ment as  read  by  the  Vice-President  as  follows: 


Report  of  the  Board  of  Government 

The  Board  of  Government  organized  for  1936  by  the  appointment  of 
Kinsley  Dunbar,  Frank  W.  Whitcher  and  Charles  T.  Cahill  as  members  of 
the  Finance  Committee  and  Ralph  F.  Barber,  George  C.  Irwin  and 
Samuel  D.  Low  members  of  the  Committee  on  Building.  The  above 
named,  together  with  the  President  and  Vice-President,  constitute  these 
committees. 

The  President  appointed  Merton  P.  Ellis,  Alonzo  B.  Drisko  and 
Kenneth  Campbell  the  Committee  on  Education. 

In  order  that  the  Superintendent  be  better  informed  in  regard  to 
coming  conventions  and  exhibitions  to  be  held  in  the  country  the  Board 
voted  to  take  membership  in  the  Auditorium  Managers  Association,  Inc. 
which  is  an  association  of  managers  and  superintendents  of  large  public 
buildings  throughout  the  country.  By  this  means  we  hope  to  keep  informed 
as  to  the  general  conditions  in  the  line  of  exhibitions  and  conventions. 

The  Board  voted  to  expend  eleven  hundred  dollars  for  air  condi- 
tioning in  Grand  Hall.  Thirty  years  ago  the  ventilation  in  this  hall  was 
destroyed  and  ever  since  that  time  the  question  of  some  form  of  restora- 
tion has  been  discussed  by  each  Board  of  Government.  Now  we  hope  the 
problem  has  been  settled.  We  now  have  three  ventilators  on  the  roof  of 
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Grand  Hall,  six  exhaust  fans  in  the  Monitor  and  about  six  hundred  feet 
of  air  ducts  perforated  with  holes  through  which  circulates  the  outdoor 
air. 


For  necessary  repairs  on  the  building,  including  the  air  conditioning, 
the  Board  appropriated  $4,000. 

During  the  summer  the  Franklin  Printing  Press  and  the  statue  of 
the  Wounded  Indian  were  brought  down  from  Talbot  Hall  and  placed  in 
Russell  Hall  where  they  may  be  better  seen  and  examined. 

After  careful  consideration  the  Board  voted  to  issue  the  following 
statements  to  the  members: 

According  to  our  leases  membership  in  the  Association  does 
not  entitle  members  to  free  admission  to  the  exhibitions  held 
in  our  building. 

No  guests  are  allowed  at  the  luncheons  or  meetings 
of  the  Association. 

All  bills  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee  have  been  submitted 
to  the  Board  for  its  information  and  approval. 

The  Board  have  acted  upon  six  applications  for  membership  which 
were  recommended  to  the  Association  for  favorable  action. 

The  meetings  have  been  well  attended  and  a feeling  of  good  fellow- 
ship has  prevailed.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Education 

At  the  Board  of  Government  meeting  held  February  13,  1936  $500 
was  appropriated  for  the  Committee  on  Education  with  the  understand- 
ing that  no  new  commitments  be  made. 
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There  have  been  many  requests  for  assistance  but  the  Committee 
have  carried  out  the  wishes  of  the  Board  explicitly  with  the  exception  of 
one  emergency  case  at  Wentworth  Institute. 

During  the  year  the  Committee  have  expended  $355  leaving  a bal- 
ance of  $145  to  be  returned  to  the  Treasurer. 

The  Committee  recommend  that  the  remaining  student  on  our  list 
from  Northeastern  University  be  continued  through  1937.

7.  To  act  upon  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Relief  as  read  by  Mr.  Ralph  L.  Whitcomb  as  the  Chair- 
man, Mr.  George  L.  Dolloff,  was  unable  to  be  present: 


To  the  President  and  Members  of  the 

Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association: 

The  Payments  made  by  the  Committee  of  Relief  during  the  past 
year  have  amounted  to  $7,840.85.  This  money  came  from  the  income  of 
the  Charity  Fund  and  has  been  paid  to  the  beneficiaries  under  our  care. 
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This  report  according  to  our  records  is  the  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
seventh  annual  report  of  the  Committee  of  Relief,  which  is  something  we 
may  all  be  justly  proud  of  — over  a century  and  a quarter  of  continuous 
charitable  work.  During  this  long  period  of  time  many  beneficiaries  have 
received  relief  which  made  it  possible  for  them  to  continue  to  enjoy  the 
blessings  of  life,  which  otherwise  they  would  have  had  to  deny  themselves 
were  it  not  for  the  foresight  and  wisdom  of  the  founders  of  this  Association. 

We  of  the  present  generation  have  only  to  carry  on  the  work  begun 
over  a hundred  and  forty  years  ago.  To  relieve  the  distressed,  soothe  the 
unhappy  and  compassionate  their  misery  is  a duty  of  all  men.  One  never 
feels  so  happy  and  contented  as  when  he  is  the  agent  whereby  happiness 
is  brought  to  his  fellow  beings.  A visit  from  a member  of  the  Committee 
of  Relief  is  something  our  beneficiaries  look  forward  to,  not  entirely  for 
the  money  he  or  she  receives,  but  the  thought  that  in  their  old  age  they 
are  not  forgotten.  They  have  a sense  of  security  that  in  the  Massachu- 
setts Charitable  Mechanic  Association  they  have  a big  brother  who  cares 
for  them  and  will  through  the  Committee  of  Relief  see  to  it  that  they  are 
advised  and  assisted  to  the  extent  of  our  ability  providing  they  are  in 
need.  There  is  nothing  which  makes  us  feel  so  helpless  as  the  thought 
that  we  are  alone,  forgotten  by  mankind  and  left  to  drift.  The  monthly 
visits  of  the  Committee  dispels  this  thought  and  every  member  of  the 
Committee  feels  that  his  contribution  to  this  work  is  a labor  of  love  and 
when  performed  as  it  should  be  in  a faithful  manner  it  redounds  to  the 
everlasting  credit  of  the  Association. 

In  years  past  the  Committee  have  discussed  certain  forms  of  bills 
that  have  come  into  the  State  Legislature  which  had  to  do  with  Old  Age 
Assistance  or  Old  Age  Pensions  and  in  1926  this  Committee  reported 
that  while  the  idea  was  theoretically  beautiful  it  was  absolutely  imprac  - 
tical from  a financial  standpoint.  It  would  cause  too  serious  a strain  on 
the  Treasury  of  the  Commonwealth,  yet  today  we  have  Old  Age  Assist- 
ance working.  Verily  the  habits  of  man  changeth  to  meet  the  demands  of 
modern  society.  Our  work  will  carry  on  in  the  future  as  it  has  in  the  past. 
The  Committee  will  attend  to  applications  for  relief  dealing  with  each 
application  according  to  its  merits,  following  our  motto  ‘‘  Be  Just  and 
Fear  Not.” 

Your  Committee  and  the  Association  were  shocked  just  after  the 
last  annual  meeting  at  the  sudden  death  of  our  beloved  Chairman, 
Frederick  Huntington  Briggs,  who  had  served  on  the  Committee  for 
thirty-four  years  and  thirty-two  years  as  its  Chairman.  Suitable  resolu- 
tions were  at  that  time  presented  and  read  at  the  quarterly  meeting  of 
the  Association.  At  the  next  meeting  the  Committee  reorganized  and  the 


Sportsmen’s  Show  — State  of  New  Hampshire  Exhibit,  February  1-8,  1936 
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writer  of  this  report  was  elected  Chairman.  I am  pleased  to  report  that 
the  Committee  has  continued  to  carry  on  the  work  in  a most  capable 
manner  and  it  has  been  a pleasure  to  work  with  them.

9.  To  hear  the  address  of  the  President  which  was 
as  follows: 

To  the  Members:  It  is  the  duty  of  your  President  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing to  review  and  possibly  recapitulate  the  preceding  year. 

Our  Association  is  not  confronted  with  anything  alarming  in  the 
immediate  future  as  far  as  we  can  see.  Harmony  and  goodwill  prevail 
as  heretofore.  Our  organization  is  healthy,  and  outstanding  in  the  quality 
of  its  members  and  in  their  complete  cooperation  at  all  times. 

The  general  depression  now  seems  to  be  passed  but  wre  as  individ- 
uals, particularly  those  in  the  building  trades,  and  the  Association  as  a 
whole  have  not  yet  profited  much  by  the  forward  surge.  This  year 
should  be  vastly  better  for  us  individually  as  well  as  collectively. 

Our  financial  condition  is  good  and  we  came  within  $944.95  of  bal- 
ancing our  budget  which  we  could  have  done  had  w*e  cared  to  neglect 
the  building.  We  used  approximately  $4,000  for  building  repairs  and 
installing  air  conditioning  in  Grand  Hall. 

It  is  our  purpose  to  keep  the  building  up  to  date  and  in  good  repair 
so  that  we  may  successfully  meet  aggressive  competition. 

This  is  an  old  building  and  on  the  theory  of  “a  stitch  in  time  saves 
nine”  we  shall  meet  our  repair  problems  as  they  arrive  instead  of  being 
“ penny  wise  and  pound  foolish”  and  timidly  deferring  repairs  until  some 
indefinite  later  date,  knowing  that  it  is  going  to  cost  us  very  much  more 
then  to  do  accumulated  repairs  than  it  is  to  do  them  as  occasion  arises. 

A sufficient  sum  should  be  allotted  each  year  for  this  purpose,  keep- 
ing in  mind  that  each  year  the  building  is  getting  still  older  and  it  is  our 
only  source  of  revenue. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  one  unusual  affair  this  past  year  when  Charles 
F.  Hurley,  the  then  candidate  for  Governor,  gave  his  big  banquet. 

Twelve  thousand  people  were  fed,  every  bit  of  the  building  was 
occupied  by  the  diners,  and  the  after  dinner  speaking,  through  our  excel- 
lent loud  speaker  system,  was  clearly  and  distinctly  carried  to  everyone 
present.  This  feat  cannot  be  duplicated  elsewhere  in  Boston  and  estab- 
lishes a new  record  for  an  indoor  banquet. 

We  are  at  present  planning  a new  booklet  for  promotional  work  so 
that  we  may  mail  these  out  and  inform  convention  and  association  groups 
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in  other  cities  of  the  great  possibilities  of  holding  successful  exhibitions 
in  Boston. 

This  booklet  will  show  our  large  capacity  and  illustrate  some  of  our 
outstanding  exhibits  besides  conveying  the  information  that  we  are  in 
the  center  of  a population  of  two  million  people  within  a radius  of  ten 
miles  and  that  some  of  our  shows  average  twenty  thousand  paid  visitors 
per  day. 

This  Association  is  so  sound,  so  well  managed  and  on  such  an  even 
keel  that  it  does  not  permit  rocking  the  boat  with  many  experiments  or 
innovations.  In  our  case  I believe  in  “leaving  well  enough  alone.”  We 
are,  however,  always  ready  to  consider  any  suggestions  from  our  members 
and  you  can  be  sure  they  will  be  welcomed  at  all  times. 

In  spite  of  our  reduced  income,  at  no  time  have  those  in  want  been 
neglected.  Our  Committee  of  Relief  and  its  able  chairman,  George  L. 
Dolloff,  have  done  most  creditable  work,  giving  freely  of  their  time  and 
ability.  This  Committee  is  the  heart  of  our  Association  and  it  is  a pleasure 
to  pay  them  high  tribute. 

Unfortunately  we  have  had  to  curtail  our  educational  work,  confining 
ourselves  only  to  those  commitments  that  we  had  already  pledged  our- 
selves to  and  were  in  duty  bound  to  complete. 

When  our  net  income  increases  we  shall  look  forward  to  resuming 
this  beneficient  aid  to  ambitious  young  men. 

Last  fall  during  the  political  campaign,  the  Communists  wished  to 
hire  Grand  Hall  for  a political  rally  for  their  Presidential  Candidate 
Browder.  After  getting  legal  advice,  we  refused  to  let  the  hall  for  that 
purpose. 

Our  attorney  in  an  eight-page  digest  says  in  substance  that  we  can 
let  our  property  to  whomsoever  we  please,  whenever  we  please  and  can 
deny  the  use  of  the  hall,  as  we  please. 

The  proposed  Huntington  Avenue  subway,  about  which  you  have 
been  reading  in  the  newspapers,  is  still  dormant  and  as  far  as  we  can  find 
out  is  laid  on  the  table  for  the  present  at  least. 

I wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  Benjamin  Franklin  printing  press 
which  has  been  removed  to  our  executive  office  and  there  suitably  dis- 
played. 
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I also  call  attention  to  that  beautiful  piece  of  sculpture  “The 
Wounded  Indian,”  which  is  likewise  properly  displayed  in  the  executive 
office. 


These  two  exhibits  are  receiving  most  favorable  comment  and  we 
now  thank  Mr.  Judson  Baldwin  for  having  planned  this  accomplishment 
and  for  bringing  out  into  the  spotlight  these  two  exceptional  possessions. 

We  have  taken  in  six  new  members.

The  statue  of  the  "Wounded  Indian”  was  brought  down  from  Talbot 
Hall  and  placed  in  Russell  Hall  during  the  summer  of  1936. 

This  statue  was  presented  to  the  Association  by  Dr.  James  W.  Bartlett 
of  Boston  in  1893  with  the  understanding  that  it  was  to  be  properly  restored 
and  permanently  mounted  in  some  suitable  place  in  the  building  where  it 
might  be  seen  and  studied  by  those  of  our  citizens  who  desired  to  inspect 
this  valuable  and  instructive  work  of  art. 

The  statue  was  sculptured  by  Peter  Stephenson,  a relative  of  the 
eminent  engineer,  George  Stephenson,  whose  fame  extended  over  the  whole 
earth  years  ago.  Mr.  Stephenson  was  born  in  England,  but  came  to  this 
country  when  a mere  child  with  his  parents.  He  learned  the  jewellers’  trade 
but  was  self-taught  in  the  art  of  cameo  cutting.  As  soon  as  he  could 
command  the  means,  he  went  to  Italy  where  he  spent  two  years  in  studying 
sculpture.  Returning  to  this  country,  he  conceived  and  executed  the  work 
now  in  our  possession  It  was  the  first  example  ever  wrought  of  its  size 
distinctly  American  in  character.  The  marble  was  quarried  in  Vermont,  the 
subject  was  an  Indian  wounded  in  battle ; a Mohawk  Chief  being  his  copy. 
It  was  exhibited  at  the  World’s  Fair  in  London  in  1851.  The  comments  upon 
it  at  the  time  from  eminent  judges  of  the  art  of  sculpture  were  very 
complementary.  It  was  afterwards  exhibited  in  Boston  and  in  1876  was  on 
exhibition  at  the  World’s  Fair  at  Philadelphia. 

The  pedestal  on  which  the  statue  rests  was  designed  and  made  by  the 
well-known  firm  of  F.  L.  & C.  E.  Whitcomb,  Inc.,  17  Wareham  Street,  Boston.

NECROLOGY 


James  Wingate  Rollins 


Mr.  James  W.  Rollins,  who  was  a civil  engineer  and  contractor  in 
Boston,  joined  this  Association  in  1915  as  a life  member.  He  died 
November  19,  1935,  at  the  age  of  seventy-six  years. 

Mr.  Rollins  was  educated  in  the  Jamaica  Plain  High  School  and  the 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology.  He  is  survived  by  his  widow, 
son  and  daughter. 

Mr.  Rollins  was  at  one  time  president  of  the  Boston  Society  of  Civil 
Engineers,  president  Technology  Alumni  Association  and  Technology 
Clubs  Associated.  He  served  two  terms  as  a member  of  the  Corporation 
of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  was  at  one  time  president 
of  the  University  Club  of  Boston  and  vice-president  of  the  Boston  City 
Club.  He  was  a member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Boston  Boys’ 
Club  and  was  much  interested  in  the  civic  welfare  of  his  home  town, 
Milton.  He  was  also  a member  of  the  American  Society  of  Civil  Engineers. 


Joseph  Clark  Pickett 


Mr.  Joseph  C.  Pickett  of  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  died  January  15, 
1936  at  the  age  of  sixty-five  years. 

Mr.  Pickett  was  born  in  Cambridge,  the  son  of  Joseph  J.  Pickett  of 
Canterbury,  England,  and  Sarah  Knight  of  Rockport,  Massachusetts. 
He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Cambridge  and  later  became 
a stone  pointer  and  cleaner  of  masonry. 

June  12,  1895  he  married  Alice  Maria  Pickett  who  survives  him, 
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Frederick  Huntington  Briggs 

At  the  time  of  Mr.  Briggs’  death  the  following  memoriam  was  com- 
piled by  a committee  chosen  by  the  Board  of  Government  and  a copy 
sent  to  Mrs.  Briggs:

Frederick  Huntington  Briggs 

Our  hearts  are  filled  with  sorrow, 

And  our  eyes  with  unshed  tears ; 

Because  we  have  lost  a friend 
A friend  of  many  years. 

The  Master  called  him  home 
Where  the  weary  will  find  rest, 

And  we  can  only  bow  and  say 
The  Master  knoweth  best. 

Frederick  Huntington  Briggs  was  born  in  Boston,  May  5,  1866; 
attended  the  Chauncy  Hall  School  with  the  class  of  ’84;  was  graduated 
from  Brown  University  in  1889.  He  then  became  associated  with  his 
father,  Oliver  L.  Briggs,  Billiard  and  Pool  Table  Manufacturer.  After 
the  death  of  his  father  in  1910  he  became  president  of  the  company. 
In  1891  he  married  Ada  L.  Langely  who  survives  him.  In  1924  he  was 
elected  president  of  the  Boston  Penny  Savings  Bank.  His  keen  business 
ability  and  his  genial  disposition  contributed  greatly  to  the  successful 
growth  of  that  institution  during  his  administration. 

He  was  one  of  the  best  known  and  best  loved  Masons  in  Massachu- 
setts; a Thirty-Second  Degree  Mason,  Past  Grand  Commander  of  the 
Grand  Commandery  of  Knights  Templar  of  Massachusetts  and  Rhode 
Island,  Past  Master  of  Joseph  Warren  Lodge  A.  F.  & A.  M.,  Past  High 
Priest  of  St.  Andrews’s  Royal  Arch  Chapter,  and  Past  Commander  of 
Boston  Commandery  Knights  Templar.  He  was  a member  of  many  other 
social,  fraternal,  and  civic  organizations  and  clubs,  a leader  in  many  and 
highly  honored  and  respected  in  all. 

He  joined  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association  in 
1896  and  was  a life  member.  He  was  elected  a member  of  the  Committee 
of  Relief  in  1902,  and  in  1904  was  elected  chairman  of  that  committee, 
a position  to  which  he  was  reelected  each  succeeding  term  for  over  thirty 
years  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  had  served  as  chairman  for  thirty-two 
years.  During  the  entire  period  while  Mr.  Briggs  was  chairman  of  the 
Committee  of  Relief  there  existed  between  himself  and  the  committee 
the  utmost  harmony  and  good  will.  His  business  ability,  his  calm  delib- 
erate judgment,  together  with  his  real  spirit  of  friendliness  towards  all 
who  came  in  contact  with  him  made  him  the  ideal  man  for  the  position.

We  here  may  extoll  his  virtues  and  sing  his  praises,  but  we  cannot 
find  words  that  can  adequately  convey  the  sense  of  our  profound  sorrow; 
nor  can  we  even  estimate  the  great  loss  his  passing  will  be  to  our  Asso- 
ciation, not  alone  on  account  of  the  work  he  so  faithfully  performed  for 
many  years,  but  for  the  loss  of  his  advice  and  words  of  wisdom,  of  encour- 
agement, and  of  cheer,  the  loss  of  friendship  and  the  hearty  handclasp 
and  that  kindly  refreshing  smile.

Forbes  Leslie  McKenzie 

Mr.  Forbes  L.  McKenzie,  a well-known  Boston  and  Belmont  con- 
tractor, died  July  29,  1936  at  his  home,  76  Lexington  Street,  Belmont, 
after  an  illness  of  four  months. 

He  was  born  in  Rosehearty,  Scotland,  came  to  this  country  as  a 
young  man,  and  had  been  engaged  in  the  contracting  business  for  forty- 
five  years. 

He  leaves  two  sons,  George  L.  and  Norman  F.  McKenzie,  both  of 
Belmont;  three  daughters,  Mrs.  Peter  H.  Lawson  of  Cambridge,  Mrs. 
Howard  G.  Little  of  Belmont  and  Mrs.  J.  M.  Little  of  White  Plains,  New 
York;  a brother,  John  McKenzie  of  Belmont:  and  five  sisters,  Mrs, 
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Alexander  Patterson  of  Watertown,  Mrs.  Samuel  Young  of  Newton,  Mrs. 
George  Walker  of  New  York  and  Mrs.  John  Ross  and  Mrs.  John  Rudi- 
man  of  Aberdeen,  Scotland. 

He  had  been  a town  meeting  member  in  Belmont  for  the  last  eighteen 
years.  He  was  a Thirty-second  Degree  Mason,  and  a member  of  the 
Massachusetts  lodge,  A.  F.  & A.  M.  He  was  active  in  the  work  of  the 
Boston  Scotch  Charitable  Society,  serving  as  relief  chairman  of  the 
organization  for  the  last  eighteen  years.

Mr.  Edmund  W.  Kellogg,  a life  member  of  this  Association,  died

Mr. . Woodbury  was  a member  of  the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery 
Company  of  Boston  and  the  Masonic  Order.

Mr.  Frank  D.  Field,  a life  member  of  the  Association,  died  Septem- 
ber 22,  1936  at  Lynbrook,  New  York. 

Mr.  Field  was  associated  in  Boston  with  the  firm  of  Walter  W. 
Field  & Son,  Inc.  Later  he  went  to  New  York  where  he  sold  equipment 
for  contractors.  He  was  a member  of  the  Masonic  Order  and  the  Odd 
Fellows. 

His  widow,  Mrs.  Lottie  E.  Field,  and  one  son  survive  him. 


Louis  Revere  Lincoln 

Mr.  Louis  R.  Lincoln,  a life  member  of  this  Association,  died  October 
26,  1936  at  the  age  of  seventy-four  years. 

Mr.  Lincoln  was  born  in  Boston  where  he  carried  on  the  business  of 
engraver  and  printer  from  1885  to  1903.  Upon  his  retirement  Mr.  Lin- 
coln moved  to  Walpole,  New  Hampshire,  where  he  resided  until  his  death.

E.  S.,  and  a member  of  the  Boston 
City  Club,  the  Bank  Officers’  Association  and  the  Massachusetts  Chari- 
table Mechanic  Association  where  he  served  on  the  Board  of  Government 
and  Finance  Committee  for  three  years.

The  Franklin  Printing  Press  was  brought  from  its  obscurity 
in  Talbot  Hall  to  Russell  Hall  during  the  summer  of  1936  where  it 
now  may  be  readily  seen  and  examined. 

At  this  press  Benjamin  Franklin  worked  as  an  apprentice  to  his 
brother  James,  who  brought  it  from  London  in  1717  and  printed  the 
New  England  Courant  on  it. 

In  1727  James  Franklin  took  the  press  to  Newport,  Rhode  Island 
where  it  remained  until  1859,  when  it  became  the  property  of  John 
B.  Murray,  Esq.,  of  New  York,  who  on  the  18th  of  January,  1864,  in 
commemoration  of  Franklin’s  birthday  (the  17th  occurring  on 
Sunday)  presented  it,  through  Honorable  Robert  C.  Winthrop,  to  the 
Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association.

The  death  of  Kenneth  Campbell,  one  of  our  trustees,  occurred  on 
April  6,  1937  and  suitable  resolutions  were  prepared  and  acted  upon  at 
the  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Association  held  April  21,  1937.  These  reso- 
lutions, as  prepared  by  President  McKenzie  and  Vice-President  Bond, 
may  be  found  in  the  necrology  of  the  annual  report. 

Early  in  the  year  Messrs.  Cahill,  Barber  and  Ellis  were  appointed  a 
Committee  to  prepare  a booklet  descriptive  of  Mechanics  Building  to  be 
used  for  advertising  purposes.  At  the  September  meeting  of  the  Board 
this  booklet  was  completed  and  copies  distributed  to  the  members.  This 
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booklet  has  a splendid  introduction,  many  photographs  of  events  held  in 
the  building  from  time  to  time  and  all  of  the  plans  of  the  building.  For 
this  excellent  work  the  Committee  were  given  a rising  vote  of  thanks. 

The  President  appointed  Messrs.  Barber  and  Low  a Committee  to 
wait  upon  our  attorney  to  see  what  action,  if  any,  the  Association  should 
take  to  protect  our  property  rights  in  the  building  of  the  proposed  subway 
on  Huntington  Avenue  by  the  Boston  Transit  Commission.  Acting  upon 
the  advice  of  our  attorney  necessary  photographs  have  been  taken  and 
Past  President  Soule  is  acting  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  our  counsel.  All 
correspondence  pertaining  to  this  matter  from  our  attorney  and  Transit 
Commission  has  been  copied  in  the  Board  of  Government  records  for 
future  reference.  (See  records  pages  62,  63,  64,  October  14,  1937.) 

The  Board  voted  to  hold  the  triennial  dinner  of  the  Association  at 
the  Copley  Plaza  Hotel  on  December  20,  1937.  All  the  details  of  this 
splendid  dinner  and  entertainment  were  taken  care  of  by  the  President. 

The  Board  voted  to  grant  the  free  use  of  Grand  Hall  to  the  Com- 
munity Federation  of  Boston  on  the  evening  of  January  24,  1938. 

The  President  was  invited  to  sit  for  his  portrait  and  for  this  purpose 
an  appropriation  of  $500  was  made. 

All  bills  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee  have  been  submitted  to 
the  Board  for  its  information  and  approval. 

The  Board  have  acted  upon  six  applications  for  membership  which 
were  recommended  to  the  Association  for  favorable  action. 

Mr.  DeBert  Wakelee  resigned  his  office  as  a member  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  Relief  and  Mr.  Reuben  E.  Goho  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Wakelee. 

The  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Government  have  been  well  attended, 
as  may  be  seen  by  the  Secretary’s  report  and  a feeling  of  good  fellowship 
has  prevailed.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Education 

Acting  on  the  recommendation  of  the  1936  Committee  on  Education, 
the  one  student  at  Northeastern  University  on  our  books  has  received  his 
scholarship  for  the  year,  amounting  to  $225. 

This  is  all  the  educational  work  done  by  the  Committee  for  1937,  as 
authorized  by  the  Board  of  Government.

5.  To  act  upon  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Building  as  read  by  the  Vice-President  as  follows: 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Building 

Each  year  the  Building  Committee  has  to  decide  what  are  the  essen- 
tial repairs  in  the  building.  Never  do  they  need  to  look  for  work  to  do; 
rather  must  they  do  just  the  repairs  absolutely  necessary.  The  repairs 
for  this  year  amounted  to  approximately  $6,500. 

Talbot  Hall  has  for  several  years  needed  painting  badly,  and  this 
year  the  Committee  awarded  the  work  to  an  outside  contractor.  Parti- 
tions have  been  erected  from  Talbot  Hall  to  the  Exhibition  balcony  foyer 
in  order  that  they  may  be  removed  to  make  Talbot  Hall  more  accessible 
for  large  shows. 

All  the  gutters  on  Grand  Hall  Monitor  roof  have  been  replaced,  using 
copper  everywhere.  They  have  also  done  considerable  work  on  the  roof, 
which  was  considered  an  emergency. 

The  main  steam  line  had  to  be  repaired  in  the  engine  room,  one  line 
being  welded  and  one  renewed.  Necessary  work  on  the  engines  has  been 
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done  and  the  fire  boxes  in  the  boilers  were  rebricked.  The  engineers  have 
completely  renewed  the  stack  hot  water  system  with  brass  pipe.  The 
plumbing  repairs  that  could  not  be  taken  care  of  by  our  building  force 
have  been  done  by  our  contractor. 

By  removing  partitions  and  installing  electrical  fixtures  there  has 
been  made  available  a larger  selling  space  in  Grand  Hall  basement.  The 
exhibitors  have  been  very  appreciative  of  this  change.  All  obsolete  wiring 
and  fixtures  in  this  area  were  removed  by  our  electricians. 

The  main  entrance  and  foyer  of  Grand  Hall  have  been  painted  by 
our  men.  Also  the  ladies’  room  in  Exhibition  Hall  has  been  completely 
redecorated.  The  entrance  to  Exhibition  Hall  at  99  Huntington  has 
been  painted  and  Exhibition  coat  room,  which  had  not  been  done  for 
over  twenty  years,  has  been  thoroughly  cleaned  and  painted.  The  inte- 
rior of  Grand  Hall  has  been  worked  on  from  time  to  time  but  there  is 
still  more  work  to  be  done. 

The  Committee  consider  the  upkeep  of  the  building  very  important 
and  as  time  goes  on  and  the  building  becomes  older,  there  is  constantly 
more  work  to  be  done.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance 

The  Committee  has  held  ten  regular  meetings  with  an  average 
attendance  of  four  members. 

They  have  examined  all  bills  of  account  against  the  Association  which 
have  been  submitted  to  them  by  the  Treasurer.  They  have  also  consulted 
with  the  Treasurer  regarding  the  borrowing  and  expending  of  the  monies 
•of  the  Association. 
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For  a detailed  report  of  the  finances  we  refer  you  to  the  Treasurer’s 
report  submitted  in  print  at  this  meeting  and  also  to  the  report  of  the 
auditor  in  full,  which  is  recorded  on  the  records  of  the  Association.

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It  is  rather  interesting  to  note  that  although  a great  deal  of  unrest 
still  exists,  the  calls  made  upon  the  Relief  Committee  have  not  increased 
as  rapidly  as  we  might  expect.  If  we  study  the  changing  conditions  and 
laws  enacted  we  may  find  the  solution. 

In  1844,  we  find  in  a discussion  of  Relief  Problems,  the  following, 
“Funds  are  raised  by  the  many  and  appropriated  to  the  relief  of  the 
few  in  distress.  We  grant  that  the  provisions  made  for  the  poor  in  our 
country  are  liberal  as  compared  withi  many  others  and  are  an  honor  to 
the  philanthropy  of  the  age;  but  there  are  objections  to  the  system  that 
would  be  difficult  if  not  altogether  impossible  to  remedy  by  any  course  of 
Legislative  action;  one  of  these  is  that  it  is  not  designed  to  prevent  abject 
poverty,  but  only  to  relieve  it  where  it  already  exists;  and  consequently 
its  aid  comes  too  late.  To  receive  aid  from  the  public  fund  a man  must 
first  become  a pauper;  so  much  of  poverty  and  distress  are  caused  by 
intemperance  and,  vice  that  the  very  name  ‘pauper’  is  associated  with 
guilt  and  infamy  and  long  will  the  virtuous  endure  and  keenly  will  they 
suffer  before  they  will  submit  to  the  humiliating  necessity  of  taking  upon 
themselves  that  disreputable  name.  There  is  indeed  the  fund  but  to 
receive  it  a man  must  be  mortified  and  degraded  and  yonder  is  the  Alms- 
house, but  to  go  there  is  to  come  in  contact  with  squalid  wretchedness  and 
guilty  vice  in  every  form;  and  for  this  reason,  that  house  is  dreaded  as  the 
very  gate  of  the  prison.  It  is  evident,  therefore,  that  the  aid  thus  extended 
comes  too  late.  It  is  not  when  hunger  alone  is  preying  upon  the  body  that 
relief  comes,  but  the  heart  must  be  first  lacerated,  the  spirits  crushed,  the 
ambitions  paralyzed  and  the  soul  bowed  down  to  the  earth  by  mortifica- 
tion and  a sense  of  degradation;  all  this  has  passed  before  the  public  hand 
is  extended  for  relief.” 

Then  again,  if  we  look  back  a decade  the  social  conscience  of  Massa- 
chusetts demanded  a change.  The  poor  house  went  out  by  degree,  being 
replaced  by  the  infirmary  for  those  who  were  in  precarious  physical  condi- 
tion. Others  not  able  to  find  their  own  support  because  of  declining  years 
were  placed  in  families  where  State  inspection  strived  to  assure  good 
treatment  for  the  money  paid  from  public  funds.  A further  improvement 
in  the  system  has  been  the  granting  of  old  age  assistance,  bringing  a degree 
of  independence  not  even  imagined  when  the  town  farm  was  considered 
the  only  answer  to  this  problem. 

Today  in  Massachusetts  sixty-four  thousand  persons  are  receiving 
assistance  which  averages  twenty-seven  dollars  per  month.  The  bulk  of 
this  help  comes  from  the  Federal  Security  Board  and  the  smallest  contri- 
bution from  the  local  communities.  The  system  is  still  changing  as  the 
benefits  of  old  age  insurance  begin  to  be  felt,  although,  of  course,  much 
time  will  be  required  before  the  contributions  of  worker  and  employer 
mount  up  to  a figure  that  will  enable  the  wage  earner  to  retire  on  the 
proceeds  of  his  individual  account. 
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What  is  striking,  however,  is  the  swiftness  with  which  opinion  has 
moved  in  seeking  an  answer  to  the  ancient  question  of  provision  for  old 
age;  the  changes  that  have  come  in  the  course  of  a very  few  years  reveal 
what  leadership  can  do  when  determined  to  find  a solution  for  a riddle 
that  former  generations  could  not  answer. 

However,  there  will  continue  to  be  cases  of  relief  that  do  not  come 
within  the  provisions  of  the  established  law;  nevertheless,  we  are  of  the 
firm  belief  that  all  of  the  government  relief  agencies  have  been  a con- 
tributing factor  and  have  helped  materially  in  aiding  those  who  might 
otherwise  have  been  forced  to  rely  on  private  organizations  such  as  ours 
to  take  up  the  slack. 

The  Committee  have,  during  the  past  year,  answered  all  the  demands 
that  have  been  made  and  all  our  beneficiaries  continue  in  nearly  the  same 
conditions  as  of  past  years;  of  course  increasing  age  makes  some  changes, 
but  the  Committee,  representing  as  it  does  the  Association,  is  still  the 
same  big  brother  as  of  yore,  doing  everything  possible  to  make  happy 
and  comfortable  the  remaining  days  of  those  in  its  care. 

The  need  of  relief  will  alwaj^s  be  with  us  because  we  human  beings 
are  prone  to  mistakes  in  the  days  when  we  are  able  or  should  be  able  to 
fill  the  hive  with  honey  to  provide  for  the  future.  We  make  an  error  that 
deprives  us  of  those  things  we  had  counted  on  and  in  our  declining  years 
we  find  we  need  help,  and  we  are  indeed  thankful  that  the  wisdom  of  our 
forefathers  and  the  wise  leadership  of  the  present  generation  have  made 
it  possible  through  our  Association  to  be  able  to  care  to  the  best  of  our 
ability  for  those  who  are  in  distress. 

We  are  sorry  that  one  of  our  members,  Mr.  DeBert  Wakelee,  feels 
that  he  must  resign  as  a member  of  the  Committee;  and  another,  George 
L.  Hathawajr,  has  been  elected  to  serve  in  another  capacity  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. Their  advice  and  counsel  have  been  of  inestimable  value  to  the 
Committee.  Their  smiling  faces  and  genial  dispositions  will  be  missed. 
The  Committee  wish  for  them  the  best  in  life  in  the  days  to  come. 

We  also  wish  to  commend  our  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  Mr.  Judson 
Baldwin,  for  his  advice  and  counsel,  ever  ready  to  aid  in  any  manner 
possible.  You  have  long  been  a soldier  in  this  noble  work.  Most  faithfully 
have  you  performed  the  duties  which  have  devolved  upon  you.  May  we 
who  are  younger  in  the  service  acquit  ourselves  as  creditably  as  you  have. 
Kind  Heaven  smile  on  thy  grey  locks,  and  grant  that  thy  last  days  may 
be  like  the  setting  of  the  summer’s  sun,  calm,  serene  and  glorious. 

We  would  also  commend  Miss  Spry  for  her  faithful  work,  ever  ready 
to  do  evendhing  possible  for  the  assistance  of  the  Committee. 
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I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Committee  have  performed  their 
work  in  a most  satisfactory  manner.  It  has  been  a pleasure  to  work  with 
them.  One  cannot  but  catch  some  of  the  spirit  of  enthusiasm  with  which 
they  perform  their  work.

Fund  and  he  was  given  a rising  vote  of  thanks  in  appre- 
ciation of  his  sixteen  years  of  faithful  service. 
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9.  To  hear  the  valedictory  address  of  the  Presi- 
dent, which  was  as  follows: 


To  the  Members  of  the 

Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association: 

In  the  year  1795  when  our  then  new  form  of  Government  was  being 
tried  out,  God  saw  fit  to  endow  a group  of  men  with  the  wisdom  to  aid 
their  fellow  men  and  they  called  it  the  Mechanic  Association.  They  needed 
no  teachings  of  Karl  Marx,  but  just  used  their  old-fashioned  commonsense 
and  obeyed  their  naturally  human,  kindly  impulses. 

The  New  Deal  policy  of  the  strong  helping  the  weak  started  in  this 
Association  with  our  first  President,  Paul  Revere.  Since  that  time  this 
organization  has  labored  unceasingly  and  unselfishly  for  mankind  and  we 
have  always  been  good  neighbors. 

Rarely  do  we  see  its  like  where  those  who  do  the  directing  have  kept 
the  faith  punctually  and  particularly  where  large  amounts  of  somebody 
else’s  money  are  involved,  and  they  do  this  with  no  hope  of  gain  personally 
and  with  an  open  mind.  There  is  an  undefinable  good  spirit  controlling 
this  Association. 

I haA^e  marvelled  at  the  faithful  attendance  of  trustees  and  committee 
members.  Busy  men  in  business  hours  give  as  liberally  of  their  time  as 
the  occasion  requires  with  no  recompense  now  or  in  the  future,  merely  the 
satisfaction  of  doing  a duty  and  performing  an  altruistic  service. 

Be  their  task  large  or  small  it  is  well  and  thoroughly  done,  without 
bias  and  in  a broad  way. 

In  my  time  we  have  spent  thousands  and  thousands  of  dollars  in  pro- 
moting the  education  of  young  men  desiring  to  learn  trades  and  deserving 
to  become  better  equipped  for  the  battle  of  life.  This  we  have  done  also 
with  no  thought  of  reward,  of  monetary  return,  nor  even  of  expected 
praise  from  the  gratuitous  recipients  of  our  generosity.  They  said  of  the 
Saviour  — “He  went  about  doing  good.”  We  have  somehow  worked  with 
that  same  spirit,  for  we  have  gone  about  doing  good  wherever  and  when- 
ever we  have  found  an  opportunity  at  hand. 

I have  heard  this  definition  of  God  — “A  sense  of  warmth  around  the 
heart.”  This  definition  seems  applicable,  for  our  organization  is  composed 
of  warm  heart  beats.  Whether  or  not  some  divine  influence  saw  that  the 
financial  means  were  provided  for  such  able  minds  heretofore  I know  not. 
Perhaps  like  all  lives  that  have  been  well  rounded  out,  our  duty  may  have 
been  done  and  possibly  we  are  drawing  to  a close  as  destiny  decrees  that 
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all  things  must.  If  we  never  again  are  able  to  spend  freely  of  our  substance 
in  educational  work,  the  past  is  secure.  In  late  years  during  the  depression 
we  have  not  had  a surplus  of  earnings  which  we  could  devote  to  educa- 
tional work. 

It  shall  be  our  duty  for  the  future  to  safeguard  our  investment  in  this 
building  by  keeping  the  property  in  good  repair  as  long  as  there  is  a public 
demand  that  will  bring  sufficient  and  satisfactory  revenues  to  keep  us  out 
of  the  red  financially.  Mechanics  Building  being  our  only  source  of  revenue 
and  profit  we  should  all  earnestly  suggest  ways  and  means  of  increasing 
our  income  through  new  or  greater  uses  of  this  property.  Our  new  promo- 
tion booklet  is  a step  in  the  right  direction,  to  be  followed  up  by  intensive 
individual  work  through  the  superintendent’s  and  secretary’s  offices. 

The  future  welfare  of  such  of  our  members  as  may  require  financial 
assistance  because  of  unseen,  unfortunate  circumstances  must  be  pro- 
tected. This  is  our  first  objective  and  if  we  had  to  stop  tomorrow,  none  of 
our  present  members  will  ever  be  in  dire  want,  because  we  have  a sub- 
stantial Charity  Fund  to  cooperate  with  our  Relief  Committee.  Let  us 
see  that  our  Charity  Fund  is  well  preserved. 

Perhaps  we  are  in  the  sunset  of  our  prosperity,  but,  if  so  we  have,  as 
we  went  along,  amply  provided  for  our  membership  and  we  must  continue 
this  as  our  primary  duty.  This  organization  is  blessed  with  a roster  con- 
sisting of  sound,  solid  citizens  of  the  United  States.  We  have  in  our  mod- 
est way  been  an  example  for  good  citizenship.  We  have  never  shouted  our 
virtues  from  the  house  tops,  and  the  left  hand  has  not  known  what  the 
right  hand  was  doing.  We  have  been  a true  democracy  within  ourselves. 
Harmony  has  been  our  watchword  and  we  have  dwelt  successfully  together, 
working  unselfishly  with  the  attitude  that  we  are  our  brother’s  keeper.  If 
the  citizens  of  this  or  any  other  country  will  work  to  that  end,  they  will 
have  peace  and  happiness  in  their  minds,  bodies  and  homes,  all  their  lives. 

Our  membership  is  each  year  getting  less  but  I have  no  recommenda- 
tions to  make  at  this  time.  Sometime  in  the  future  this  subject  must  be 
considered  and  a policy  adopted.  I am  told  that  we  cannot  expect  many 
new  members  from  the  building  trades  as  those  trades  are  beginning  to 
have  a foreign  complexion.  Look  around  yourself  at  any  of  our  meetings 
and  see  the  average  advanced  age  of  our  members  with  no  new  blood 
coming  in. 

As  long  as  our  income  is  being  reduced  it  seems  all  right  for  the  mem- 
bership to  be  reduced,  so  that  income  and  members  may  go  together  step 
by  step.  We  now  have  less  than  three  hundred  members.  When  and  if 
our  income  is  definitely  increasing,  it  would  be  a good  time  to  discuss 
. increased  membership  and  the  possibility  of  strengthening  our  organiza- 
tion with  younger  men  from  quasi  or  semi  mechanical  lines  of  business. 
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I shall  not  dwell  on  the  progress  nor  enumerate  in  detail  the  improve- 
ments of  the  last  three  years,  but  it  is  sufficient  to  say  that  as  your  presi- 
dent I know  that  these  three  years  of  my  administration  have  been 
successful,  have  been  constructive  and  have  been  another  satisfactory 
milestone  in  our  history. 

We  continue  tranquilly,  confident  and  unafraid  of  what  the  future 
holds  for  us.  I could  not  close  my  administration  without  publicly  thank- 
ing those  who  have  worked  with  me  and  made  my  work  so  pleasant. 

The  splendid  cooperation  that  your  officers  experience,  from  the  top 
to  the  bottom,  is  another  unusual  and  satisfying  feature  of  this  organiza- 
tion. Teamwork  seems  to  be  the  keystone  of  our  group,  and  how  as  long 
as  this  continues  we  could  be  other  than  successful,  I do  not  know. 

Your  executives  are  all  able  and  good  managers  and  your  affairs  are 
in  good  hands.  I said  when  I took  this  office  that  I should  endeavor  to 
keep  the  ship  on  an  even  keel  and  not  indulge  in  untried  or  ambitious 
experiments  but  would  hold  fast  to  what  had  been  proven  best. 

Gentlemen,  the  ship  is  still  on  an  even  keel  and  in  smooth  waters,  with 
clear  skies. 

You  can  be  proud  to  have  the  honor  of  membership  in  the  Massa- 
chusetts Charitable  Mechanic  Association.  You  have  honored  me  with 
the  presidency,  which  I sincerely  appreciate,  and  I now  gladly  relinquish 
my  duties,  to  be  with  you  in  the  ranks  again  and  to  be,  like  you,  a regular 
worker  and  a humble  member. 

By  a rising  vote  of  thanks  the  members  manifested 
their  appreciation  of  the  President’s  address.

Kenneth  Campbell 

At  the  time  of  Mr.  Campbell’s  death  a Committee,  chosen  by  the 
President,  compiled  the  following  resolutions  which  were  unanimously 
adopted  at  a meeting  of  the  Association  held  April  21,  1937. 


Kenneth  Campbell 

Trustee  — Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association. 

Born  at  Pleasant  Bay,  Nova  Scotia,  January  19,  1876.  Died  in 
Somerville,  Massachusetts,  April  6,  1937. 

Kenneth  Campbell  came  to  Boston  in  his  youth  and  was  educated 
in  our  public  schools. 

He  was  the  son  of  Roderick  and  Isabel  McPherson  Campbell. 

On  September  14,  1904  he  married  Miss  Mabel  L.  Perry  of  Somerville, 
who  survives  him. 

For  thirty  years  he  had  been  an  optometrist  with  office  at  44  Brom- 
field  Street,  Boston,  and  for  thirty-three  years  had  resided  at  340  High- 
land Avenue,  Somerville. 

Mr.  Campbell  was  an  active  trustee  of  our  Association,  punctual  and 
faithful  in  his  attendance  and  noted  for  his  interest  in  our  organization. 
He  was  a steward  of  the  College  Avenue  Church,  associate  prelate  of 
Boston  Commandery,  past  monarch  of  Omar  Grotto,  past  grand  of 
George  Washington  Lodge  of  Odd  Fellows,  chief  veteran  of  the  Veteran 
Odd  Fellows,  past  patron  of  Boston  chapter  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star, 
past  president  of  LaCount  Class  of  his  church,  director  of  Somerville 
Y.  M.  C.  A.,  Chairman  of  Somerville  Council  of  Boy  Scouts  and  past 
president  of  the  New  England  Council  of  Optometry. 

Masonically  he  was  a member  of  Joseph  Webb  Lodge  A.  F.  & A.  M., 
St.  Paul’s  Royal  Arch  Chapter,  Boston  Commandery  Knights  Templars 
and  Aleppo  Temple  Ancient  Order  Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine. 

He  organized  the  Bowling  League  for  Aleppo  Temple  and  was  its 
first  president. 

A sweet  and  lovable  character  with  a profound  mind  and  a poetic 
heart;  a man  of  broad  sympathy  and  great  understanding. 

As  his  Pastor  said  at  the  funeral  service,  “He  was  a man,  take  him  as 
he  was,  for  we  shall  not  see  his  like  again.” 

He  had,  to  a high  degree,  the  saving  grace  of  humor  and  loved  to  tell 
a clean,  laughable  story. 
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His  personality  radiated  and  his  countenance  reflected  the  upright- 
ness of  his  kind  Christian  spirit  which  simply  could  not  understand  a 
base,  blasphemous  or  irreligious  man. 

He  was  fond  of  the  outdoor  life  and  was  an  ardent  fisherman  who 
loved  to  commune  with  nature. 

Work  or  play,  sport  or  game;  he  undertook  all  of  them  with  equal 
zest  and  excelled  in  all  he  did. 

No  one  knew  him  but  as  their  friend  and  knowing  him,  was  to  be  a 
friend  of  his  in  return,  for  he  had  that  power  that  good  men  unknowingly 
possess  of  drawing  men  to  them. 

He  was  a literary  man,  who  wrote  and  edited  certain  fraternal  pub- 
lications because  of  the  pleasure  it  gave  to  him  and  to  his  fellow  men. 

In  his  own  poems  he  taught  many  a lesson  clothed  in  simple  words 
and  phrases.  One  of  his  late  poems  which  drew  a parallel  in  life  as  does 
a parable,  reads  as  follows: 


The  Rules  of  the  Game 

One  evening  while  watching  some  bowlers 
In  one  of  the  alleys  near  by 
A game  near  the  end  of  the  season 
Was  played  by  two  teams  in  a tie. 

The  rules  of  the  game  state  plainly 
That  the  foul  line  must  never  be  crossed, 
That  the  ball  must  always  be  rolled 
And  never  lobbed  or  tossed. 

Some  went  over  the  foul  line, 

Who  did  not  mean  to  at  all, 

While  others  had  the  habit 
And  went  over  with  every  ball. 

May  be  it  did  not  matter; 

Results  might  have  been  the  same 
For  always  the  better  bowlers 
Observe  the  rules  of  the  game. 

And  I wondered,  as  I sat  watching, 

If  in  the  game  of  life  we  play 
We,  too,  slip  over  the  foul  line 
As  the  bowlers  did  that  day; 

If  we,  in  our  daily  lives, 

Go  over  the  foul  line,  too, 

And  do  unto  our  brothers 

Things  that  we  should  not  do. 
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Or  do  we  follow  the  rules  of  the  game 
And  play  with  a will  to  win, 

Yet  keeping  both  body  and  soul 
Free  from  the  stain  of  sin. 


We  find  also  among  his  notes  a little  unpublished  memorial  poem  that 
Kenneth  had  written  for  someone,  but  which  is  quite  applicable  today. 

We  are  sorry,  he  has  passed  along 
To  that  brighter,  better  land. 

Sorry,  for  we’ll  miss  him 
And  we  do  not  understand. 

But  in  the  home,  beyond  the  now, 

In  the  land  of  evermore, 

He  is  free  from  pain  and  sorrow 
Tho’  our  hearts  with  grief  are  sore. 

He  will  meet  us  and  will  greet  us 
In  that  happy  fairer  land, 

Where  the  veil  of  life  is  lifted 
So  we  too  may  understand. 


Therefore  Be  It  Resolved,  that  the  members  of  the  Massachusetts 
Charitable  Mechanic  Association  record  its  deep  regret  at  his  death  and 
its  appreciation  of  his  sterling  qualities,  by  the  adoption  of  these  resolu- 
tions and  causing  them  to  be  spread  upon  the  records  of  the  Association.

Frank  E.  Cutler 

Mr.  Frank  E.  Cutler,  a life  member  of  this  Association,  died  April  18, 
1937,  in  St.  Petersburg,  Florida.

Mr.  Leonard  C.  Wason,  president  and  treasurer  of  the  Aberthaw 
Construction  Co.  of  Boston,  builders  of  the  Harvard  Stadium  and  the 
Christian  Science  Mother  Church,  died  at  his  home,  1530  Beacon  Street, 
Brookline,  April  30,  1937,  at  the  age  of  sixty-eight  years. 

Mr.  Wason,  after  attending  Brookline  public  and  private  schools, 
matriculated  at  M.  I.  T.,  where  he  was  graduated  with  the  class  of  1890. 
He  then  entered  the  construction  business  and  was  one  of  the  organizers 
of  the  Aberthaw  Company,  which  built  the  Squantum  destroyer  plant, 
the  troop  ship  yards  in  Alameda,  California,  and  the  Provident  Institution 
for  Savings  building  here. 

Mr.  Wason  was  a past  president  of  the  Concrete  Institute  and  a 
member  of  the  Boston  and  United  States  Chambers  of  Commerce, 
Algonquin  Club,  City  Club,  Engineers  Club,  Master  Builders’  Association 
and  the  Christian  Science  Church.

Franklin  Pierce  Gurney 

Mr.  Franklin  P.  Gurney,  a resident  of  East  Boston  for  seventy-five 
years  and  formerly  a partner  in  the  Central  Iron  Foundry,  East  Boston, 
died  September  28,  1937,  at  the  age  of  eighty-five  years. 

He  was  born  in  Chelsea,  August  10,  1852.  After  serving  apprentice- 
ship as  a machinist,  he  became  a co-partner  with  his  brother,  Edwin  D. 
Gurney,  in  the  operation  and  ownership  of  the  Central  Iron  Foundry, 
East  Boston,  which  was  established  by  his  father  in  1853.  He  was  asso- 
ciated with  the  business  for  nearly  thirty-five  years,  until  it  was  sold  to 
the  Gurney  Heater  Company  of  Toronto,  Canada.

STATE  OF  MASSACHUSETTS  CONSERVATION  DEPARTMENT  EXHIBIT,  FLOWER  SHOW,  MARCH  17-23,  1938 
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A gift  of  $100  was  granted  to  Miss  Marion  B.  Spry  in  appreciation 
of  her  ten  years  of  service  as  assistant  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Association. 

It  was  voted  that  $1,000  be  given  Clarence  J.  McKenzie  as  an  honora- 
rium from  the  Association. 

A sum  of  $225  was  voted  for  the  use  of  the  Committee  on  Education 
for  the  year  1938. 

After  five  continuous  years  of  paying  our  taxes  under  protest,  the 
City  of  Boston  granted  the  Association  a rebate  of  $20,000  on  these  taxes. 
At  the  advice  of  our  attorney,  the  Board  voted  to  accept  this  sum  with 
the  understanding  that  we  were  to  pay  our  attorney  together  with  other 
counsel  the  sum  of  $6,000. 

At  . the  June  meeting  the  Board  voted  the  Building  Committee  an 
appropriation  not  to  exceed  $4,000  to  cover  repair  expenses  for  the  summer 
months. 

A scholarship  in  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  was 
granted  to  John  Thomas  Carleton,  son  of  John  H.  Carleton,  a member 
of  the  Association,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Education. 

A special  meeting  was  held  August  11,  1938  for  the  purpose  of  acting 
upon  the  proposition  of  the  sale  of  that  part  of  Mechanics  Building  extend- 
ing from  a point  approximately  twenty-three  feet  from  the  brick  wall  of 
that  part  of  the  building  known  as  the  Administration  part  up  to  West 
Newton  Street  which  comprises  that  part  of  the  building  known  as  Exhi- 
bition and  Grand  Halls.  It  was  voted  to  recommend  to  the  Association  the 
sale  of  that  portion  of  the  building  as  described  above  provided  a suitable 
price  could  be  agreed  upon.  On  August  19,  following  the  action  of  the  Asso- 
ciation regarding  the  sale  of  its  property,  the  Board  voted  that  the  Presi- 
dent be  authorized  to  appoint  Meredith  & Grew,  Inc.  the  agents  of  the 
Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association  to  submit  a proposal  to 
sell  to  the  Government  the  property  of  the  Massachusetts  Charitable 
Mechanic  Association  from  a point  approximately  twenty-three  feet  from 
the  Exhibition  Hall  entrance  of  Russell  Hall  to  the  main  building  to  the 
property  line  at  West  Newton  Street  at  a price  of  $1,000,000. 

Mr.  Charles  H.  Forsaith  resigned  his  office  as  a member  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  Relief  and  Mr.  Harvey  L.  Macaulay  was  appointed  to  fill  the 
vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Forsaith. 

The  matter  of  unemployment  compensation  which  was  referred  to 
our  council  in  1935  was  decided  in  favor  of  the  Association.  The  State 
Unemployment  Compensation  Commission,  in  a letter  to  the  Association, 
made  the  following  statement : 
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“After  an  examination  of  the  evidence  submitted  by  you,  in  support 
of  your  claim,  based  upon  the  foregoing,  it  is  held  that  you  are  exempt 
under  the  above  named  section  of  the  Massachusetts  Unemployment 
Compensation  Law.  You  will  not  be  required  to  file  contribution  reports 
for  1936  or  for  subsequent  taxable  years  as  long  as  the  character  of  your 
organization  or  operations  or  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  originally 
created,  remains  unchanged.  . . .” 

At  the  December  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Government,  it  was  decided 
to  notify  Meredith  & Grew  to  withdraw  from  sale  the  property  of  the 
Association  as  it  was  thought  that  the  uncertainty  regarding  this  sale  was 
injurious  to  our  business  prospects. 

The  Board  voted  to  renew  for  a period  of  five  years  the  contract  of 
the  Association  with  the  Boston  Automatic  Fire  Alarm  Company  for  the 
maintenance  of  its  Central  Station  Automatic  and  Manual  Fire  Alarm 
Service  which  is  now  installed  in  the  building. 

All  bills  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee  have  been  duly  sub- 
mitted to  the  Board  for  its  information  and  approval.  Also  the  Treasurer 
has  presented  to  the  Board  each  month  a statement  of  receipts  and 
payments. 

The  Board  have  acted  upon  four  applications  for  membership  which 
were  recommended  to  the  Association  for  favorable  action. 

The  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Government  have  been  well  attended, 
as  may  be  seen  by  the  Secretary’s  report  and  a feeling  of  good  fellowship 
has  prevailed. 

At  the  final  meeting  of  the  Board  the  President  expressed  his  thanks 
to  the  members  for  their  cooperation  during  the  past  year.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Education 

On  March  10,  1938,  the  Board  of  Government  voted  that  $225  be 
appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  Committee  on  Education  for  the  year  1938. 
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This  amount  ($225)  was  expended  for  the  scholarship  of  the  one  stu- 
dent on  our  books  who  in  September,  1938,  entered  upon  his  senior  work 
at  Northeastern  University.  The  following  payments  were  made:  $100 
in  February,  1938  and  $125  in  November,  1938. 

Also  the  Board  of  Government  approved  the  granting  of  a scholar- 
ship in  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  to  John  T.  Carleton,  son 
of  John  H.  Carleton,  a member  of  this  Association,  subject  to  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Education.  Upon  his 
investigation  of  the  matter  and  after  it  was  ascertained  whether  there 
were  sufficient  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Charity  Fund  to 
defray  necessary  expenses,  the  Committee  recommended  that  the  appli- 
cation be  approved.

The  Committee  has  held  ten  regular  meetings  with  an  average 
attendance  of  four  members. 

They  have  examined  all  bills  of  account  against  the  Association  which 
have  been  submitted  to  them  by  the  Treasurer.  They  have  also  consulted 
with  the  Treasurer  regarding  the  borrowing  and  expending  of  the  monies 
of  the  Association. 

For  a detailed  report  of  the  finances  we  refer  you  to  the  Treasurer’s 
report  submitted  in  print  at  this  meeting  and  also  to  the  report  of  the 
auditor  in  full,  which  is  recorded  on  the  records  of  the  Association. 

We  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $100,000  for  current  expenses  for 
the  fiscal  year.

In  accordance  with  a custom  established  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
six  years  ago,  the  Relief  Committee  of  the  Massachusetts  Charitable 
Mechanic  Association  submit  their  annual  report  as  according  to  records: 


The  payments  of  stated  sums  monthly  to  indigent  members  and  their 
widows  began  in  1812,  and  has  continued  without  interruption  to  the 
present  day.  The  total  amount  paid  out  in  this  way  amounts  to  $444r 
540.62  — the  amount  expended  this  year  $ 6,452.75 , which  all  came  from 
the  income  of  the  Charity  Fund. 


The  Committee  of  Relief  perform  their  duties  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  by-laws.  Unlike  other  committees  which  have  stated 
times  of  meetings,  with  now  and  then  a special  meeting,  the  Relief  Com- 
mittee meets  monthly  and  works  daily,  sometimes  nightly,  as  they  are  on 
call  twenty-four  hours  of  the  day  and  night.  They  work  quietly  with  no 
blare  of  trumpets  to  herald  their  work.  Because  our  work  is  of  a chari- 
table nature,  we  never  let  the  right  hand  know  what  the  left  hand  is  doing. 

Dispensing  relief  today  is  far  different  from  the  manner  of  dispensing 
relief  of  yesterday.  Many  calls  are  made  today  from  sources  one  would 
never  suspect  a few  years  ago  would  ever  need  relief.  Yet  every  request 
is  carefully  investigated  and  if  found  worthy  the  necessary  relief  is  granted. 
Sometimes  it  is  temporary,  but  in  nearly  all  cases  it  becomes  permanent. 
The  demand  for  relief  never  seems  to  vary,  but  remains  nearly  constant. 
As  we  are  relieved  of  the  payment  of  relief  to  one,  another  soon  rises  to 
take  his  place.  The  Federal  and  State  relief  agencies  are  still  a potent 
factor  in  relief  work.  They  have  assisted  materially  in  keeping  down  the 
demands  in  many  cases. 

May  I again  impress  upon  the  members  of  the  Relief  Committee,  the 
necessity  of  contacting  the  beneficiaries  under  their  care  more  often 
than  has  happened  in  some  cases.  While  there  seems  to  be  only  isolated 
cases  where  the  committee  has  not  called  personally  on  the  beneficiary 
in  a year,  I hope  this  will  not  continue.  A personal  call  cheers  up  the  bene- 
ficiary, as  well  as  protecting  the  Association  in  the  distribution  of  relief. 
We  want  to  aid  where  the  call  is  worthy,  but  we  do  not  want  to  spend  our 
funds  on  those  who  are  not  deserving  and  worthy,  and  the  only  way  we 
can  ascertain  whether  the  case  is  deserving  or  not  is  by  personally  calling 
upon  the  one  who  is  receiving  aid,  to  see  with  our  own  eyes  the  need  and 
not  trust  to  a letter. 
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I am  happy  to  state  that  it  has  been  a pleasure  to  work  with  the 
Relief  Committee  during  the  past  year.  To  the  Secretary,  Mr.  Judson 
Baldwin,  we  again  thank  you  for  your  kind  assistance  and  wish  for  you 
continued  strength  and  health.  We  also  appreciate  the  cooperation  of 
Miss  Dailey,  always  ready  and  willing  to  assist  in  every  way  possible. 

When  we  make  a survey  of  the  world  during  the  past  year,  when 
nations  are  only  waiting  for  some  pretext  to  start  a war,  when  human 
beings  are  treated  worse  than  animals,  made  to  suffer  as  in  the  dark  ages 
when  men  were  more  or  less  savages,  when  high  public  officials  are  dragged 
into  court  charged  with  betraying  a public  trust  and  all  this  happening 
in  a day  when  we  are  supposed  to  be  living  in  a Christian  era,  practicing 
the  Golden  Rule,  it  is  a blessing  that  there  is  an  oasis  like  the  Massachu- 
setts Charitable  Mechanic  Association  composed  of  men  who  believe  in 
the  “Fatherhood  of  God  and  the  Brotherhood  of  Man,”  who  believe  in 
living  and  let  live,  who  throughout  the  life  of  this  Association  have  never 
had  the  finger  of  suspicion  pointed  in  their  direction,  men  who  have  not 
only  assisted  in  creating  this  charitable  fund  down  through  the  years  but 
men  who  have  expended  sums  for  relief,  without  thought  of  reward,  with 
only  the  thought  of  contributing  their  mite  to  the  benefit  of  the  Associa- 
tion and  it  is  our  firm  opinion  that  in  generations  to  come  there  will  still 
be  attracted  to  our  association  men  of  high  character  who  will  carry  on 
the  benevolent  work  as  it  has  been  carried  on  in  the  past.

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9.  To  hear  the  annual  address  of  the  President 
which  was  as  follows: 


To  the  Members  of  the 

Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association: 


It  is  a pleasure  to  welcome  you  to  the  one  hundred  and  forty-fourth 
annual  meeting  of  this  grand  old  Association.  It  has  been  a pleasant  year 
since  you  honored  me  by  electing  me  President  of  the  Association,  and  it 
has  been  a busy  one.  With  the  subway  construction  and  with  the  lack 
of  exhibits,  perhaps  somewhat  due  to  that  construction,  your  governing 
board  and  committees  have  been  extremely  busy  as  you  have  noticed 
by  their  reports. 

I am  not  going  to  make  an  address.  I am  simply  going  to  talk  to  you 
about  the  problems  of  the  Association;  somewhat  of  a recapitulation  and 
explanation  of  the  reports  you  have  heard  read.  The  Building  Com- 
mittee has  been  very  active,  and  we  have  tried  somewhat  unsuccessfully 
to  build  up  our  revenue  which  has  fallen  off  tremendously  since  a year 
ago.  As  I have  said,  this  is  due  in  part  perhaps  to  the  construction  on 
Huntington  Avenue,  but  there  are  also  other  factors  concerned.  In  1937 
we  had  a Poultry  Show,  two  Leisure  Time  Shows,  the  National  Grocers’ 
Convention,  twenty  wrestling  shows  and  eight  fights,  the  Rainbow  Girls’ 
Convention,  the  Food  Fair  and  the  Sons  of  Italy  Ball,  making  a total  of 
$30,425.  We  had  none  of  these  in  1938,  and  to  this  amount  of  $30,425 
should  be  added  about  $2,000  for  electricity  which  we  produce  and  would 
have  sold  to  most  of  the  above  mentioned  rentals.  Outside  of  the  Poultry 
Show  which  was  tied  between  North  Station  and  Horticultural  Hall,  none 
of  these  above  mentioned  shows  were  run  this  year  in  Boston.  Boston 
used  to  be  called  a good  sporting  city,  but  in  1938  there  were  twelve  boxing 
shows  at  the  Gardens  and  four  at  the  Arena  and  they  hardly  broke  even. 
The  only  show  at  the  Gardens  that  paid  was  the  night  Dempsey  sold 
tickets.  Mr.  Paul  Bowser,  whom  most  of  you  know,  states  that  1938 
was  the  worst  in  ten  years  for  sporting  shows.  Your  Building  Committee, 
seeing  the  trend  of  events,  tried  early  to  interest  promoters  in  coming  to 
Mechanics  Building.  We  tried  soft  ball  which  has  a tremendous  following 
in  the  Middle  West,  and  roller  skating;  neither  of  which  proved  at  all 
profitable.  We  followed  this  by  a “World’s  Fair”  which  was  only  about 
one-half  successful.  I am  not  yet  ready  to  believe  that  Boston  is  a back 
number  as  a convention  city.  Of  course  the  hotels  are  getting  a large 
amount  of  the  smaller  business,  but  I feel  that  if  prosperity  does  “turn 
the  corner”  that  those  will  grow  large  enough  so  that  the  hotels  cannot 
accommodate  them,  and  we,  as  having  the  difference,  or  intermediate 
halls  between  hotels  and  the  Boston  Gardens,  should  be  able  to  get  back 
our  business. 
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As  you  know,  the  Board  of  Government  was  called  together  on 
August  11,  1938  to  listen  to  a request  from  Meredith  & Grew  who  wished 
to  present  our  building,  along  with  others,  to  the  Federal  Government  as 
a site  for  a Post  Office.  The  Association,  on  August  19,  voted  to  sell,  and 
placed  it  in  the  hands  of  the  Board,  who  authorized  the  President  to  appoint 
Meredith  & Grew  as  our  agents  for  this  purpose.  The  Board  decided  that 
it  was  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Association  to  sell  only  that  portion  of 
the  building  from  West  Newton  Street  to  within  about  twenty  feet  of  the 
entrance  from  Exhibition  to  Russell  Hall.  Meredith  & Grew  were  so 
notified,  and  our  bid  was  submitted  to  the  Federal  Government,  after 
which  we  heard  nothing  of  any  nature  whatsoever  until,  at  the  December 
Board  meeting,  it  was  decided  to  stir  things  up  by  withdrawing  our  offer. 
This  was  done  for  two  reasons : not  only  to  stir  something  up  if  there  was 
to  be  any  action,  but  because  we  were  apparently  going  to  lose  business 
from  show  promoters  because  they  could  not  sell  space  to  exhibitors  with 
no  assurance  that  a building  would  be  here  to  show  in.  By  this  letter  to 
Meredith  & Grew,  we  did  get  some  action.  Mr.  Alger  of  that  firm  called 
the  President  and  asked  for  more  time.  He  was  told  that  he  could  have 
until  the  Board  meeting  in  January.  If  he  could  show  anything  by  that 
time,  that  the  Board  could  reconsider  its  action.  Under  date  of  Decem- 
ber 20  we  received  a letter  from  Meredith  & Grew  stating  that  they  had 
notified  the  Procurement  Division  at  Washington  of  our  withdrawal. 

You  have  noticed  from  the  report  of  the  Building  Committee  that 
the  expenditures  for  repairs  amounted  to  $6,740.83.  A little  over  $4,900 
of  this  amount  is  for  building  repairs,  of  which  $717  was  due  to  the 
September  storm.  A little  over  $1,800  was  for  engine  and  electrical  repairs. 
The  large  skylight  in  Exhibition  Hall  mezzanine  became  unsafe  and  it 
was  first  thought  that  this  would  have  to  be  entirely  new,  but  when 
thoroughly  examined  by  the  Building  Committee,  it  was  decided  that  it 
could  be  overhauled  and  last  for  many  years,  and  this  was  done.  The 
weatherstripping  of  Grand  Hall  monitor  was  done  for  two  purposes.  The 
sash  had  become  very  much  weathered  and  there  was  a large  leakage  of 
air  and  dirt  which  caused  continual  cleaning  of  the  balconies.  This  weather 
stripping  will  stop  that  condition  and  also  save  us  a great  deal  of  coal 
throughout  the  winter  weather.  The  painting  work  has  now  been  brought 
to  that  state  where,  with  a little  expenditure  each  year,  it  can  be  kept  in 
condition.  The  marquee  in  front  of  Paul  Revere  Hall  was  ordered  removed 
by  the  City  of  Boston.  This  was  so  ordered  because  of  the  change  which 
will  be  made  in  Huntington  Avenue  after  the  subway  has  been  com- 
pleted. The  rest  of  the  items  under  the  heading  of  building  repairs  are 
of  a continuing  nature;  that  is,  upkeep.  The  bill  for  new  bearings  and 
brushes  for  the  large  generator  which  was  the  largest  engine  repair  bill 
is  of  a maintenance  nature  but  not  an  oft-recurring  item.  Because  of  the 
activities  of  the  Building  Committee,  it  has  had  more  meetings  than 
building  committees  usually  have.  This  was  caused  by  the  extra  problems 
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submitted  to  them  in  regard  to  the  building  as  well  as  meetings  to  devise 
ways  and  means  for  increasing  our  revenue. 

The  Finance  Committee  have  attended  to  their  duties  with  more 
than  usual  interest  and  have  carefully  scrutinized  the  expenditures  of  the 
Association. 

The  Committee  on  Education  this  year  have  not  done  a great  deal 
because  of  the  fact  that  we  could  give  them  very  little  money  to  do  with. 
Except  for  the  fact  that  the  son  of  one  of  our  members  has  availed  himself 
of  the  opportunities  of  the  McLean  Fund,  they  have  simply  carried  out 
earlier  commitments. 

There  are  two  committees  that  are  the  most  important  of  any  of  our 
committees  which  we  rarely  hear  from  except  at  an  annual  meeting. 
Those  are  the  Committee  of  Relief  and  the  Trustees  of  the  Charity  Fund. 
Under  the  trying  conditions  which  are  national  in  scope,  these  two  com- 
mittees do  not  have  an  easy  time.  That  they  have  functioned  in  an  orderly 
manner,  you  can  see  by  their  reports. 

There  is  one  matter  that  I wish  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. Mr.  Ralph  Bears,  who  has  been  our  janitor  for  twenty-five  years, 
has  been  ill  since  the  end  of  May.  We  have  no  provision  in  our  by-laws 
for  taking  care  of  any  of  our  employees.  The  Board  has  been  told  that  it 
could  not  legally  pay  him  his  salary  but,  as  it  remains  for  the  Building 
Committee  to  employ  and  the  Finance  Committee  to  fix  salaries,  we 
decided  that  the  only  thing  that  we  could  do  as  a charitable  organization 
was  for  the  Building  Committee  not  to  discharge  him,  and  he  was  there- 
fore still  an  employee.  Mr.  Bears  has  been  in  a critical  condition  since 
October  and  is  now  hovering  between  life  and  death.  Neither  the  Board, 
the  Finance  Committee  or  the  Building  Committee  feel  that  it  would  be 
a humane  act  to  do  otherwise  than  to  leave  him  in  his  home  and  to  pay 
his  salary  as  long  as  he  lives  in  view  of  the  fact  that  he  has  no  other 
resources. 

In  closing,  I want  to  say  that  I have  had  as  perfect  cooperation  as 
could  be  possible  from  everyone  concerned;  Board  members  and  manage- 
ment alike.  Mr.  Baldwin’s  mind  is  keen  in  his  ninety-six  years  young 
and  he  still  keeps  his  interest  in  all  things  pertaining  to  the  Association. 

Mr.  McLaughlin  has  put  in  a good  many  hours  trying  to  interest 
exhibitors  and  convention  committees,  some  of  which  will  prove  helpful 
for  1939.  At  one  of  our  Saturday  morning  conferences,  he  showed  me  a 
list  of  prospects  which  would  make  1939  look  a great  deal  better  than  1938. 

I was  quite  distressed  to  find,  as  I took  office,  that  I was  to  lose  our 
Miss  Spry  who  had  so  many  things  at  her  finger  tips.  I am  very  pleased 
to  say  that  while  I miss  her  presence  I do  not  miss  her  work  as  Miss 
Dailey  so  quickly  fitted  in,  has  been  so  pleasant  and  agreeable,  willing  to 
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work  at  odd  times  to  save  me  time  and  take  care  of  the  work  of  the 
Association. 

I cannot  close  without  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  our  member- 
ship is  still  slipping  instead  of  gaining.  It  does  seem  that  among  our  mem- 
bers there  should  be  those  who  come  in  contact  with  younger  men  that 
would  be  a distinct  addition  to  our  membership.  Of  course  we  do  not 
want,  nor  do  we  need  to  go  into  the  highways  and  byways  looking  for 
members,  but  we  do  need  a healthy  growth  to  carry  on  the  work  of  this 
old  Association.

Dwight  T.  Cortis 

Mr.  Dwight  T.  Cortis,  a life  member  of  this  Association  since  1912, 
died  March  14,  1933,  at  the  age  of  sixty-nine  years. 

Mr.  Cortis  was  born  in  Mansfield,  Connecticut,  September  18,  1863. 
He  was  a master  gas  fitter  here  in  Boston  for  many  years. 

As  well  as  being  a member  of  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic 
Association,  Mr.  Cortis  belonged  to  the  Scottish  Rite  Bodies  in  the  Valley 
of  Boston  and  to  the  Lodge  of  Eleusis.

George  E.  Leighton 

George  Edward  Leighton  of  the  old  firm  of  Woodbury  & Leighton, 
building  contractors  who  erected  the  Boston  Public  Library  and  many 
other  important  edifices,  died  February  8,  1938  at  his  winter  home  in 
Miami,  Florida.  He  observed  his  eighty-eighth  birthday  on  February  7. 

One  of  the  most  prosperous  contracting  firms  in  Boston  until  the 
death  of  Mr.  Woodbury  and  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Leighton  twenty  years 
ago,  Woodbury  & Leighton  constructed  and  finished  several  of  this  city’s 
buildings,  including  the  north  wing  of  the  State  House,  the  new  Christian 
Science  Church,  the  new  Old  South  Church,  the  old  Harvard  Medical 
School  Building,  the  Carter  Building  at  Water  and  Devonshire  Streets, 
Boston’s  first  all-steel  and  fireproof  structure,  and  the  Westminster  Hotel. 

Born  in  Pembroke,  Maine,  son  of  Hatevil  and  Barbara  McNutt 
Leighton,  Mr.  Leighton  attended  Washington  Academy  there.  In  his 
early  days,  when  the  firm  had  offices  on  Devonshire  Street,  Mr.  Leighton 
was  active  in  many  organizations,  being  commodore  of  the  Winthrop 
Yacht  Club  for  three  years  and  holding  interests  in  various  businesses. 
His  residences  were  at  918  Beacon  Street,  a summer  home  at  Humarock 
and  in  Miami. 

Mr.  Leighton  was  the  seventh  lineal  descendant  of  Thomas  Leighton, 
a member  of  a Scotch-Irish  contingent  which  came  to  this  country  in  1633. 

He  leaves  two  sons,  Walter  Leighton  of  Newton,  a teacher  at  Boston 
English  High  School,  and  Stanley  Leighton,  Boston  contractor.

Neck,  his  estate,  after  a month’s  illness,  at  the  age  of  seventy-seven.  His 
New  York  home  was  the  Hotel  Astor. 

Born  in  Saxonville,  Massachusetts,  Mr.  Parmenter  was  a member  of 
an  old  New  England  family  and  a son  of  the  late  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Zenas 
Parmenter.  His  father  perfected  improved  blackboard  chalk  and  founded 
the  Parmenter  Crayon  Company  at  Waltham,  Massachusetts,  in  1835. 
The  company  became  one  of  the  largest  of  its  kind  in  the  country  and  in 
1890  was  merged  with  the  Sandusky  Crayon  Company  to  form  the  Ameri- 
can Crayon  Company,  with  which  George  Parmenter  spent  his  entire 
business  career.  The  company  has  an  office  at  9 Rockefeller  Plaza,  New 
York  and  branches  also  in  San  Francisco,  Dallas  and  Chicago. 

Mr.  Parmenter  was  graduated  from  the  Bryant  & Stratton  Business 
School  in  Boston  and  then  entered  the  family  business.  He  served  as 
vice-president  for  many  years  before  becoming  president  about  twelve 
years  ago. 

Surviving  are  his  widow,  Mrs.  Louella  G.  Parmenter;  two  sons,  Guy 
Parmenter  of  Cartersville,  Georgia,  and  Sherman  Parmenter  of  New 
York;  a daughter,  Mrs.  Raymond  C.  Kramer  of  Evanston,  Illinois,  and  a 
brother,  Charles  Parmenter  of  Washington,  D.  C.
